COLONIAL TURF CUP

C olonial Downs’s $750,000

Presque Isle Downs Masters 
Stakes (now a Grade 3). 

The West Virginia Derby 
at Mountaineer Park in north¬ 
western West Virginia was also 
upgraded to Grade 2. 

The Colonial Turf Cup, run 
for the first time in 2005, is a 
mile and three-sixteenths turf 
event for 3-year-olds. It has 


served as the first leg of the 
Grand Slam of Grass, which 
offers a $2 million bonus 
for a winner who goes on to 
sweep the Virginia Derby-G2, 
Secretariat Stakes-G1 and 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl. 

To date the Colonial Turf 
Cup has been won by Sailor’s 
Cap (2008), Summer Doldrums 
(2007), Showing Up (2006) and 
English Channel (2005). 

The committee reviewed 
746 unrestricted U.S. stakes 
with a purse of at least $75,000, 
and assigned graded status to 
488 of diem, seven more than 
were graded in 2008. 

Eligibility to host graded 
stakes is now tied to adoption 
of regulations for anabolic ste¬ 
roids and toe grabs. 


MCKAY HONORED AT 
ARIZONA SYMPOSIUM 


T he late ABC broadcast¬ 
er and Maryland Million 
founder Jim McKay was 
posthumously honored with 
the Clay Puett Award at the 
University of Arizona’s annu¬ 
al Symposium on Racing in 
December. 


The award recognizes inno¬ 
vators within the Thoroughbred 
racing industry, and is named 
for Clay Puett, inventor of the 
enclosed electric starting gate.

JOCKEY CLUB CREATES 
CHECKOFF PROGRAM TO 
ASSIST RETIRED HORSES 


FEBRUARY 1 IS DEADLINE 
TO NAME FOALS OF 2007 


T horoughbred owners 

and breeders in North 
America submitting foal 
registration applications are 
now able to participate in 
a voluntary checkoff pro¬ 
gram, created and adminis¬ 
tered by The Jockey Club, 
that will assist two organiza¬ 
tions providing post-racing 
care for Thoroughbreds: 
Thoroughbred Charities 
of America (TCA) and 
Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation (TRF). 

As an incentive to encour¬ 
age participation, The Jockey 
Club will match the checkoff 
on a dollar-to-dollar basis up 
to $200,000 in 2009. 

The matching funds will 
come from The Jockey Club’s 


four commercial subsidiaries: 
The Jockey Club Information 
Systems Inc.; The Jockey 
Club Technology Services 
Inc.; InCompass Solutions 
Inc.; and The Jockey Club 
Racing Services Inc. 

Thoroughbred breeders 
will have the option of select¬ 
ing one of four graduated 
amounts ($25, $50, $75, or 
$100) to be designated for 
these Thoroughbred after¬ 
care programs, or they can 
fill in the amount of their 
choice on the Application 
for Foal Registration form. 
These contributions will not 
qualify as charitable contribu¬ 
tions for federal income tax 
purposes.

T he Jockey Club reminds 
owners and breeders that 
a valid attempt to name 
foals of 2007 must be made 
by February 1, to avoid a $75 
late fee. As an aid in selecting a 
desired name. The Jockey Club 
is publishing, on the Registry’s 
Web site, a list of approximate¬ 
ly 40,000 names released from 
active use. 

A majority of the released 
names are those of horses over 
10 years old who have not 
raced or been bred during the 
preceding five years. Names 
selected from the list for re-use 
are still subject to approval by 
The Jockey Club prior to use. 

Interactive Registration (IR) 
is the quickest and easiest way 
to submit name applications. 
Name applications submitted 
through IR are preliminar¬ 
ily screened to eliminate direct 
matches with names unavailable 


for use, resulting in a greater 
chance of approval of first- 
choice names when compared 
with name applications submit¬ 
ted via mail. Owners who name 
their Thoroughbreds through 
IR receive their first choice 
approximately 75 percent of 
the time. 

Owners who prefer to sub¬ 
mit their name applications 
by mail should do so before 
February 1 to The Jockey 
Club, 821 Corporate Drive, 
Lexington, Ky. 40503-2794. 

Available at no charge 
through the Registry’s Web site, 
IR enables owners and breed¬ 
ers to complete the require¬ 
ments for foal registration and 
naming; report and look up 
microchip numbers; and con¬ 
duct virtually all other business 
with the Registry.

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


—PENSIONERS ON PARADE— 



O n a crisp autumn morn¬ 
ing at Eagle Point Farm 
in Ashland, Va., a tall, 
nearly black stallion is grazing 
in his paddock. As two young 
grooms approach with a bucket 
of brushes, he barely raises 
his head. The girls go to work 
without so much as a rope 
shank clipped to his halter. 

Purple Comet, now 28, has 
spent his life surrounded by 
caring people, and it shows. 

“He’s been here for so long 
that it feels like he’s our horse,” 
said Karen Dennehy, who 
operates Eagle Point with her 
mother, Donna Dennehy. 

Owned throughout his life 
by his breeder, David P. Rey¬ 
nolds, Purple Comet (Kohou- 
tek—Lady Beddard, by *Bed- 
dard) was foaled at Worthing¬ 
ton Farms in Glyndon, Md., 
the establishment belonging to 
Reynolds’s niece Glennie Mar¬ 
tin and her husband, J.W.Y. 
(Duck) Martin Jr. 

Reynolds also bred Purple 
Comet’s sire and dam, and 
the family proved to be a sig¬ 
nificant line for him. Purple 
Comet’s half-sister Bedgay’s 
Lady (by Lord Gaylord) pro¬ 
duced top sprinter and suc¬ 
cessful sire Lord Carson. His 
third dam, Lady Provost (by 
Traffic Judge), counted among 
her offspring the graded 
stakes-winning Lord Gaylord 
filly Lady Dean, a standout on 
the Mid-Atlantic circuit who 
campaigned as a homebred for 
Reynolds. 

Unraced at 2, Purple 
Comet was sent to Frank 
Alexander-also the trainer of 
Kohoutek-to begin his career 
as a 3-year-old in 1984. His 
quality and ability were readily 
apparent, and his four lifetime 
stakes wins all occurred that 
year, with victories in the Japan 
Racing Association Handicap 
at Laurel and Calder’s Delray 
and Needles Stakes and Calder 
Handicap. 


Dan Fording was Purple 
Comet’s groom and spent 
many days on the road with 
the horse. His fondness for his 
charge continues to this day. 

“What I remember about 
Comet is that he always 
gave his best,” Fording said. 
Although laid-back around the 
barn, Purple Comet took on a 
persona on race days. 

As Fording recalled: “He 
was classy and very competi¬ 
tive. He knew the business at 
hand and was always ready 
to run. Once in New York, 
Angel Cordero called my boss 
[Alexander] and asked to ride 
Comet. I was thrilled that a 
jockey of that caliber would 
notice my horse. We ended up 
in a four-way photo and fin¬ 
ished third that day, but he gave 
such an effort.” 

Alexander has his own spe¬ 
cial — and humorous — memo¬ 
ries of Purple Comet. 

“We once sent him to a 
rehab and swimming facility in 
Florida for a break,” Alexander 
related. “They had a big lake 
and used a sling to tow the 
horses along behind a boat. 
One day they went down to 


swim a horse and found Purple 
Comet out of his paddock, 
playing in the sand on the 
beach, splashing in the water.” 

The staff was stumped as to 
how the horse had gotten there, 
but discovered the answer 
the next time they went back 
with a patient. “His paddock 
was fenced on three sides,” 
Alexander went on, “and the 
fourth side was a steep bank 
leading down to the lake. So 
they took this horse out behind 
the boat, and then they saw 
Purple Comet gallop up, jump 
down off that bank and into 
the water. He came swimming 
right up behind them!” 

Tough and sound, Purple 
Comet raced from ages 3 to 
6, making 37 starts with a 
record of 12-2-2 and $234,614 
in earnings. Upon his retire¬ 
ment he entered stud at Green 
Willow Farms in Westminster, 
Md. Largely supported by 
Reynolds’s own mares, he sired 
several small crops before mov¬ 
ing to Eagle Point in December 
1995. 

“He wasn’t getting the out¬ 
side mares any more due to the 
competition in the Maryland 


stallion market,” said Reynolds’s 
daughter Dotty Brotherton. 

“So we thought, ‘Let’s try 
him in Virginia.’ Donna did 
a terrific job promoting him. 
And he was the only stallion 
here, so every mare was for 
him. He adored that.” 

In his 16 crops to race. Purple 
Comet sired 79 foals. Among 
them were multiple stakes- 
placed Purple Sand, his leading 
earner with $232,500, stakes- 
placed Dover Snow, Vallata 
Lane and Comely Comet, plus 
Whosthepurplecomet, all earn¬ 
ers of more than $100,000. 

Two of his offspring cur¬ 
rently reside with him at Eagle 
Point. Donna Dennehy bred 
Wirt, winner of nine races 
and $89,632, from the Victory 
Stride mare Striding Princess, 
for whom she paid only $200. 

Karen Dennehy bred, owns 
and trains Purple Comet’s 
daughter Toccoa (out of 
Misquinto, by Magic Prospect). 
Still in training in 2009 at age 
8, Toccoa runs primarily at 
Colonial Downs, taking full 
advantage of Virginia’s lucra¬ 
tive breeders’ program. “She 
ran four times there last sum¬ 
mer,” said Karen, “and earned 
enough money to pay her bills 
for the rest of the year.” 

Purple Comet also found a 
niche as a sire of solid, sound 
and sane pleasure and com¬ 
petition horses. “They’re the 
kindest horses in the world; 
people love them. They’ve 
become show horses, foxhunt- 
ers, everything,” said Karen. 

David Reynolds is now 93 
and struggles with demen¬ 
tia, but Brotherton continues 
to provide him with updates 
on Purple Comet’s welfare. 
Knowing that the horse is in 
good hands is important to 
Reynolds. 

“And he’s a happy horse, 
so that makes all of us happy 
too,” said Brotherton.

IN MEMORIAM 


GERALD 

STAUTBERG 

Gerald J. (Jerry) Stautberg, a 
prominent Baltimore auto deal¬ 
er who in recent years had con¬ 
siderable success breeding and 
owning Thoroughbreds, died 
on December 7. He was 79. 

Along with his wife of 24 
years, Caroline Stautberg, Mr. 
Stautberg maintained Willow 
Oaks Farm in Monkton, Md., 
a 1,000-acre property that he 
purchased in 1973. 

Commercial breeders who 
routinely consigned horses to 
auctions in Maryland, Kentucky 
and New York, the Stautbergs 
were represented by graded 



winner Coy Coyote and addi¬ 
tional multiple stakes winners 
Crafty Schemer, Throng (victo¬ 
rious in the 2008 Native Dancer 
Stakes at Laurel Park) and Mid¬ 
dleweight (a $260,000 Saratoga 
yearling with career earnings of 
$423,935). 

Born and raised in Cincin¬ 
nati, Ohio, Mr. Stautberg was a 
1951 graduate of the University 
of Cincinnati, where he played 
for the Bearcats. He was draft¬ 
ed by the Chicago Bears, where 
he played tackle and guard, but 
left after one season to work in 
the automobile business, which 
offered better economic pros¬ 
pects for his family. 

In 1957, Mr. Stautberg relo¬ 
cated to Baltimore with reluc¬ 
tance, when asked to open a 


Chevrolet dealership in the 
Govans section of the city 

“He was a Midwest kind 
of guy/’ Mr. Stautbergs son, 
James A. Stautberg (now presi¬ 
dent of Jerry’s Toyota), told the 
Baltimore Sun. “His plan was 
to make some money and go 
back home, but he never made 
it back.” 

At age 26, Mr. Stautberg 
became the youngest person to 
own a GM dealership without 
family ties to General Motors, 
according to his son. 

Jerry’s Chevrolet moved 
to Baltimore County in 1971, 
and expanded into one of the 
largest dealerships in the area. 
In the 1980s, it was joined 
by Jerry’s Toyota and Jerry’s 
Mitsubishi. 



MORGAN W. 
WAYS0N 

Morgan Welch (Sonny) 
Ways on Jr., a longtime Mary¬ 
land breeder/owner, died on 
November 18 at the age of 69. 


Mr. Wayson and his wife, 
the former Janet Leatherbury 
(who is a cousin of legend¬ 
ary Maryland trainer King T. 
Leatherbury), bought their first 
race horse in the early 1970s. 
Their operation grew exponen¬ 
tially after they joined several 


other partners in a yearling pur¬ 
chase by Mr. Leatherbury in 
1979. 

Bought at a Florida auction 
for $38,000, Thirty Eight Paces 
won or placed in 17 stakes 
and earned $478,662 under Mr. 
Leatherbury’s management. He 
later became one of Maryland’s 
stalwart sires, siring 13 stakes 
winners and the earners of 
more than $11 million before 
his death in 1998. 

In a 1987 interview with 
The Maryland Horse magazine, 
Mrs. Wayson recalled the thrill 
of Thirty Eight Paces’s runner- 
up performance in the 1982 
Meadowlands Cup, in which he 
beat the great John Henry while 
finishing second to Mehmet. 

“Everybody had treated us 
like we didn’t have a chance,” 
^ said Mrs. Wayson. “But there 
| we were down at the wire fin¬ 
ishing ahead of John Henry! 
It was almost as good as win¬ 
ning.” 

The Waysons and Leather¬ 
bury teamed up to win the sec¬ 
ond running of the Maryland 
Million Lassie in 1987 with 
homebred Thirty Eight Go 
Go, a daughter of Thirty Eight 
Paces subsequendy named 


champion Maryland-bred 
2-year-old filly. 

The best horse to campaign 
for them as a homebred has 
been Lightning Paces, a Thirty 
Eight Paces gelding who won 
or placed in 15 stakes and 
earned $602,046. Under the 
tutelage of trainer John J. (Jerry) 
Robb, Lightning Paces counted 
among his career highlights 
the Grade 3 Baltimore Ravens 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap and 
Virginia Derby 

The Waysons’ most recent 
stakes performer was Apple 
Special (by Outflanker), who 
starred in the 2007 edition of 
die Maryland Juvenile Cham¬ 
pionship Stakes. 

A native of West River, Mr. 
Wayson graduated from Vir¬ 
ginia Tech before joining the 
family construction business, 
Hopkins and Wayson Inc., 
where he continued to work 
until his retirement a few years 
ago. He also owned and man¬ 
aged numerous properties in 
southern Maryland. 

Active in various business 
and civic organizations, Mr. 
Wayson was an original mem¬ 
ber of the Maryland Lottery 
Commission.

Equine social 
security: a 
blueprint for 
the industry 


T he dire economy has had many chilling effects. For people 
with a beating heart, none of them is more troubling 
than the apparently increasing incidence of abandoned 
horses. Even one is too many, of course. But bizarre stories 
are becoming almost commonplace-about horses dropped 
off anonymously at training centers or, in one case, left in a 
trailer that was briefly unoccupied while the horses who had 
traveled in it were competing in the ring at a horse show. 

Herb Moelis didn’t envision a situation this bad when 
he set to work, a few years ago, on a Social Security-type 
program for race horses. However, his proposal has been 
completed at a most opportune time. 

In the early 1990s, Moelis and his wife, Ellen, created 
the organization now known as Thoroughbred Charities 
of America (TCA) from scratch, out of their home on 
CandyLand Farm in Middletown, Del. 

Not content to rest on the accomplishments of the TCA, 
which annually raises millions of dollars that are distributed 
among a range of equine-related groups, Moelis took it 
several steps further and established the Racehorse Retraining 
and Retirement Fund within the TCA. 

The first goal of that new initiative was reached when The 
Jockey Club instituted a checkoff on foal registration applica¬ 
tions, effective January 1, 2009. The checkoff allows owners 
to make a contribution of $25, $50, $75 or $100 at the time 
of registration. The Jockey Club will match the donations on 
a dollar-for-dollar basis up to $200,000 in 2009, and all pro¬ 
ceeds will go to the TCA and Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation, to be used for the support of retired race horses. 

While Moelis remains disappointed by what he calls a 
missing element-the checkoff is not mandatory-he is 
pleased that The Jockey Club went “one step beyond,” with 
the matching grants. 

The next push is for a comprehensive plan designed 
to raise $15 million a year. That would be enough, Moelis 
believes, to significantly reduce the blot of unwanted horses 
on the industry. 

The plan includes financial commitments, on a manageable 
scale, from every segment of the industry. Veterinarians 
and farriers would provide pro bono work, while race tracks 
along with breeders, owners, trainers, jockeys, auction sales 
buyers and others would kick in a relatively modest annual 
contribution. 

Moelis has begun the groundwork, urging various groups 
to sign on. 

Just as the Social Security Act originated in 1935 to 
alleviate human suffering during the Depression, Moelis ? s 
equine social security plan would be both an immediate 
response and a long-term safety net. 

“The economy will improve,” he says. “And when it does, 
the industry must have in place a race horse retirement plan 
that will help sustain its own long-term health, as well as the 
health and welfare of the animals who are the cornerstone of 
our business.” #

MIKE JESTER’S 
PENN RIDGE FARMS 
RAISING THE BAR 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 

New stallion operation near 
Harrisburg “provides a tangible sign 
that the slots revenue brings results.”

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M ike Jes ter’s father wanted 
a day out with his son. 
“Hey let’s do some¬ 
thing,” he said. “Just you and 
me. Your brother’s not home. 
Whatever you want to do, we’ll 
do.” 

“That’s easy, Dad, I want to 
go to Windfields Farm and see 
Northern Dancer,” replied the 
youngster on that fateful day 
back in the late 1960s. “It’s in 
Chesapeake City. Do you know 
how to get there?” 

Despite living in Dover, Del. 
(a town known for NASCAR 
and Standardbreds) and having 
precious litde connection to 
horses, Jester’s dad figured out 
how to get there. They went to 
see the world’s most famous 
Thoroughbred stallion, had a 
wonderful day—and planted a 
seed. 

Four decades removed from 
that trip to Windfields, which 
also included a visit to five-time 
horse of the year Kelso at Wood- 
stock Farm across the road, 
Jester now owns Penn Ridge 
Farms near Harrisburg, Pa. 

Technically about to embark 
on its second breeding season, 
Penn Ridge has progressed 
from rolling cornfields and 
dilapidated farm buildings to 
full-fledged breeding farm in 
a little more than a year. The 
120-acre facility includes three 
new barns, several turn-out 
paddocks and fields, yearlings, 
weanlings, 20 broodmares and 
plans for the future. 

The operation is home to 
stallions Real Quiet, Cat Thief, 
Trust N Luck and Delaware 
Township, a Blue Heeler dog 
named Gunner and a growing 
staff with the background and 
skills to make it all happen. 

“We want to be a part of 
the Thoroughbred industry 
in Pennsylvania and the Mid- 
Adantic, and we’re passion¬ 
ate about doing it right,” said 
Jester, 54. “We’re trying to offer 
stallions to the market that we 
think are good values and are 
good stallions for people who 
want to race or sell.” 

That statement does not 
appear on the Penn Ridge 
letterhead or on a poster in the 


former summer kitchen that 
now houses the farm office, 
but it could. 

As Mark McDermott, long¬ 
time executive secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association, put it: “Penn Ridge 
provides a tangible sign that the 
slots revenue brings results. 

“One of the limiting factors 
we’ve had is a minimal num¬ 
ber of facilities people would 
send a good stallion to,” said 
McDermott. “They’re raising 
the bar as to what a good stal¬ 
lion farm is going to be like in 
Pennsylvania.” 

Penn Ridge boasts a newness 
that envelopes a visitor arriving 
from over the hill on Longview 
Drive. The barns are spodess, 
the diamond-mesh-and-board 
fence all but unchewed, the 
driveways freshly paved, the 
fields still green. 

A crop farm in its past life, 
Penn Ridge sits within an agri¬ 
cultural, residential and indus¬ 


trial mix just off Route 283, a 
few miles east of Harrisburg. 

Locals call the area Middle- 
town (which is about five miles 
away) and that’s appropriate. 
Penn Ridge is in the middle of 
many things-its nearest neigh¬ 
bors are single-family homes 
along the road or in the handful 
of developments fringing the 
farm. Less than two miles away 
sit warehouse facilities for Fed¬ 
Ex, the surge-protector maker 
APC, York Building Products, 
Dallas Spring (the leading dis¬ 
tributor of springs and suspen¬ 
sion components servicing the 
North American heavy-duty 
aftermarket), Schneider Electric 
and STG Logistics. Closer still 
are a radio-controlled airplane 
field, a quarry and Kreider 
Poultry Farm. 

“Our neighbors love us,” 
said Jester. “They weren’t really 
sure what we were doing when 
we started it all, but they’re 
excited to learn about it now. 


It’s a great location with great 
land, and there is room to 
grow.” 

The property includes a 
year-old, six-stall stallion barn, 
the original (refurbished) bank 
barn, a 19-stall barn for mares, 
an even newer, larger barn 
across Longview Drive and 
numerous turn-out options on 
both sides of the road. Long- 
range plans call for a new stal¬ 
lion barn/complex, a training 
barn and galloping areas. 

Penn Ridge is focused on 
more than location and facili¬ 
ties. The stallions are all Grade 
1 winners. Real Quiet, who 
just missed winning the Triple 
Crown in 1998, carries the 
most weight, but the others 
aren’t far behind—especially for 
a state breeding program that 
is just starting to see the boost 
from slots-fueled purses. 

The farm also recently hired 
Patrick Morell as general man¬ 
ager and racing manager. The 
41-year-old spent two years at 
Vinery in Kentucky, but was 
lured back to his home state by 
the prospect of building some¬ 
thing from scratch. 

“I had a pretty good gig at 
Vinery, but they used to make 
fun of me because I kept talking 
about the Pennsylvania [breed¬ 
ing] program,” said Morell, 
who grew up near Pittsburgh. 
“Being in Kentucky was the 
greatest experience in my life, 
but to move up the ladder I had 
to move from Kentucky. This 
was a way for me to progress.” 

The staff also includes farm 
and stallion manager Chuck 
King, who lives in the farm¬ 
house on the property, and 
assistant stallion manager Brian 
Earlywine, another transplant 
from Vinery. Headquarters is a 
crowded former kitchen-com¬ 
plete with racing on the tele¬ 
vision, computer and bulldog 
mascot—out the side door of 
the farmhouse. 

THE ROAD TO 
HORSES 

Jester built the capital neces¬ 
sary to participate in Thorough¬ 
bred racing through successful 
business ventures in mortgage 
banking and manufacturing. 
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He bought his first race 
horse, Revenged, in the 1980s 
and had the misfortune of 
clashing with turf-sprint spe¬ 
cialist Jeff (Chi) at Delaware 
Park. Jester owned only half 
of Revenged, but was hooked 
and gradually expanded his 
Thoroughbred interests while 
operating Summit Mortgage in 
Wilmington, Del. 

In 1990, he sold that busi¬ 
ness and bought United Sleep 
Products. Based near Lancaster, 
Pa., the company made bed¬ 
ding and futons. Faltering when 
Jester made the purchase, the 
company thrived. 

‘We had a little luck and a 
great work force, and turned it 
around,” said Jester, who sold 
the company to a venture capi¬ 
tal firm in 2006. 

Along the way, Jester made 
Thoroughbreds a pursuit. He 
tried a pinhooking partnership. 
As an owner, he won stakes with 
Majestic Jove in the late 1990s. 
He bought some broodmares. 
He helped bring the stallion 
Caller I. D. to Pennsylvania's 
Reigle Heir Farm (now known 
as Regal Heir) and did the same 
with Real Quiet. 

“I was three or four years 
ahead of myself, but I felt com¬ 
fortable we were going to get 
slots through in Pennsylvania,” 
he said. “I probably should 
have been putting my money 
into better mares instead of 
stallions, but oh well. I also 
thought the state needed to 
upgrade its stallions.” 

Jester was right about the 
slots, eventually, and has seen 
better stallions begin to move 
into the Keystone State with 
the increased opportunities for 
horses, owners and breeders. 
Widi Real Quiet at Regal Heir 
and then Pin Oak Lane, Jester 
bought the Penn Ridge land in 
2006 with an eye toward some¬ 
day making it a home for his 
mares and foals. 

And then came 2007. 

Several of Jester's foals 
died while being boarded at 
other facilities. Real Quiet's 
son Midnight Lute won the 
Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl and 
earned an Eclipse Award. 
Owned by Jester, George Hof- 
meister and several others, Real

Quiet was suddenly a hot com¬ 
modity. 

“One offer was pretty good 
and we almost took it,” said 
Jester, who at one point had a 
contract in his pocket. “I was 
at a crossroads with my own 
mares, all this was going on 
with Real Quiet—I was going 
to have to start my own farm 
or change everything.” 

That was November. The 
work started on Penn Ridge's 
first barn and turn-out pad- 
docks less than a month later. 
Amish builders started out try¬ 
ing to refurbish an existing pole 
barn, but gave up when the 
structure needed far too much 
work. They built a new barn 
instead—with a hard deadline 


of the start of the 2008 breed¬ 
ing season in February. 

“I figured I'd keep it simple, 
but we all know how that goes,” 
said Jester. “It got hectic.” 

Real Quiet arrived in time 
for the season and got to work. 
Jester's mares came shortly 
thereafter and the operation 
took on a life of its own. 

Real Quiet's 81 mares bred 
(the top in the state last season) 
resulted in 64 pregnant mares 
and a successful season, espe¬ 
cially considering some foals 
were delivered across the aisle 
from his stall in Penn Ridge's 
only barn at the time. 

“He just stood there and 
watched ” said Jester. “He was 
great, like a father in the deliv¬ 


ery room, but he's kind of like 
that. He's happier with a girl¬ 
friend around.” 

Penn Ridge no longer needs 
to double-bunk its Thorough¬ 
breds. 

Star of the show Real Quiet 
occupies a corner stall in the 
stallion barn. He counts five 
graded stakes winners among 
his six crops of racing age. 
His stallion career has included 
Kentucky stints at Vinery and 
Taylor Made and three seasons 
in Pennsylvania (Regal Heir 
Farm, Pin Oak Lane and Penn 
Ridge). 

The son of Quiet American 
will stand for a $7,500 fee in 
2009. The now 14-year-old 
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Under construction is a new barn for broodmares across the road 
from the office and main barns. Possible future training faciiities 
would be located to the right across the road. The refurbishing of 
the old bank barn nears compietion-it wiii serve as an isolation 
facility. The new stallion complex will be located in the field, in the 
distance at top right, across the road and behind the existing barns. 


stallion led the state's sire rank¬ 
ings in 2007 and (buoyed by 
Midnight Lute's second Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Sprint win plus earn¬ 
ings from his foreign-based 
crops), showed the way late in 
2008. 

Cat Thief, hero of the 1999 
Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl, joins 
the operation for 2009 after 
standing at Overbrook Farm. 
Bred by Overbrook, the son of 
Storm Cat has sired the earners 
of more than $12 million. He 
will stand for $6,000. 

Delaware Township, a son 
of Notebook, won two Grade 
1 stakes sprinting and moves 
from Land of Believe Farm 
near Annville, Pa. His fee is 
$4,000. 

Trust N Luck, a son of 
Montbrook, won the Grade 1 
Fountain of Youth Stakes and 
was among the top 30 second- 
crop sires nationally in 2008. 


The four get individual 
attention at Penn Ridge. Real 
Quiet likes only a few hours of 
turn-out every day, and enjoys 
at least some company. Cat 
Thief would prefer to be out 
all day-his favorite pastime is 
sunbathing in the field across 
the road while watching “his" 
mares in the field behind him. 

Delaware Township and 
Real Quiet don’t get along, and 
maintain separate schedules, 
entrances and exits. Trust N 
Luck keeps an eye on every¬ 
thing from across the aisle. 

The recently finished new 
barn will accommodate addi¬ 
tional mares from outside cli¬ 
ents, and give the farm some 
breathing room. 

“The farm lays out nice 
because you have that sepa¬ 
ration which you need," said 
Jester. “It's big, but not too big. 
I'm going to keep my mare pop¬

ulation at somewhere around 
20 and then have 25 to 30 out¬ 
side mares here. If someone 
wants to ship in and foal here, 
breed to one of the stallions, 
we'll be able to accommodate 
all that now.” 

MOVING FORWARD 

With all the building, expan¬ 
sion and addition of new stal¬ 
lions, Penn Ridge naturally 
expanded in other areas. Morell 
joined the team this past Nov¬ 
ember and brought immediate 
energy. He carries big-farm 
ideas from Kentucky via Vinery, 
but also a small-time identity as 
a former hotwalker at Moun¬ 
taineer Park and a breeder/ 
owner in his own right. 

Like Jester, Morell came to 
racing somewhat by accident. 
He credits Secretariat with the 
career choice. He bought his 
first race horse in 1997 and 
later pinhooked (from a $3,000 
weanling to a $5,500 yearling) 
Escrow Account, eventually the 
2005 champion Pennsylvania- 
bred 2-year-old male. 

Professionally, Morell 
worked in the title insurance 
business, but longed for a crack 
at Thoroughbred racing. He 
got it at Vinery. 

“I knew [general manager] 
Tom Ludt, and he called me 
about a job," said Morell, of the 
stallion administrator position. 
“I wore a suit to the interview, 
figured I had no shot but that 
I'd at least get to see the place." 

He got the job and learned 
the business for two years. 


He met Jester at Presque Isle 
Downs, booked his mares 
to a few Vinery stallions and 
laughed when the Penn Ridge 
owner talked about a job. 

“Mike kept throwing it out 
there and finally I asked him to 
put something in writing and 
he did," Morell said. “I didn't 
think he would, but he did and 
I loved this farm when I came 
to see it. He didn’t skimp on 
one thing-the barns are great, 
the fencing is top of the line." 

Jester, Morell and company 
already see Penn Ridge as a 
showplace breeding farm for 
the state and they aim to keep 
working at it. 

With the influx of slots rev¬ 
enue, purses will rise and so will 
the quality of Thoroughbreds 
born in Pennsylvania. Venerable 
Maryland farm North view 
Stallion Station (the same site 
that Jester visited as Windfields 
all those years ago) is in the 
process of opening a division 
in the state, Kentucky farm 
Walmac joined forces with 
Regal Heir Farm and the stal¬ 
lion news around the state 
includes numerous quality 
additions. 

“It's going to take some 
time, but we are bound and 
determined to make this the 
standard everyone wants to 
have," said Morell. “We’re 
going to get the clients, so it's 
good for us but it's good for 
the whole racing program in 
the state. We want to grow 
along with the industry." ^

VIEW FROM 
THE HILL 

American Horse Council president Jay Hickey 
discusses issues affecting the Thoroughbred racing 
industry on a national level-from tax law changes 
to unwanted horses. Interview by Lucy Acton. 


T he American Horse Coun¬ 
cil (AHC) was established 
in 1969, and for 40 years 
it has represented the entire 
horse industry, including Thor¬ 
oughbred racing, before the 
U.S. Congress and federal regu¬ 
latory agencies. 

From an office in downtown 
Washington, D.C., within sight 
of the White House, James J. 
(Jay) Hickey Jr. leads the opera¬ 
tions of the AHC. 

Hickey has served as AHC 
president since 1993. Earlier in 
his career he practiced law with 
the Washington, D.C., firm of 
Smathers, Merrigan & Herlong, 
which specialized in represent¬ 
ing corporations and associa¬ 
tions before Congress. One of 
that firm's clients was the AHC. 
While in private practice with 
the Smathers firm, Hickey also 
represented other clients with 
interests in the horse world, 
including individual owners 
and breeders. 

A 1966 graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of Notre Dame, Hickey 
earned his law degree from the 


Georgetown University Law 
School in 1970. 

Hickey discussed national 
issues of current concern to the 
Thoroughbred racing industry 
in an interview that took place 
in his office on November 25, 

Obviously, the national 
economy is the over¬ 
arching concern for just 
about everyone right now. 
With all of the issues 
troubling the racing 
industry, maybe we should 
begin by discussing 
the impact, or potential 
impact, of the recession. 

Gambling used to be rela¬ 
tively immune in times of eco¬ 
nomic downturn. I don't know 
why. Perhaps there was so little 
gambling compared to what 
there is now. Twenty-five years 
ago you had Las Vegas, and 
you had horse racing. And that 
was it. You might have had 
a couple of state lotteries at 


that point, and bingo in die 
Catholic church. 

So even if the economy was 
down, there were still enough 
people gambling to support 
Las Vegas and horse racing. 
Now you've got Indian casi¬ 
nos in many states; you've got 
slots in many states. It's supply 
and demand-there's plenty of 
supply, and the demand, which 
used to be focused on a couple 
of places is now focused on 
probably a hundred. 

On the breeding side, the 
economy has already had an 
effect on horse sales and blood¬ 
stock prices and will likely affect 
stud fees next year. The horse 
industry is not immune to a 
downturn in the economy. 

One area in which our 
industry seems to have 
gotten a glimmer of 
economic relief has to do 
with taxes. Could you give 
a brief overview of recent 
tax law changes? 


People criticize Congress 
for gridlock and not getting a 
lot done. But actually in the last 
Congress we had some suc¬ 
cesses. And there were several 
tax changes that were very ben¬ 
eficial to the horse industry. 

One is the Equine Equity 
Act passed primarily with the 
support of Senator Mitch 
McConnell (R-Ky.), along with 
Senators Jim Bunning (R-Ky.) 
and Blanche Lincoln (D) from 
Arkansas. Effective in 2009, all 
race horses will now be depre¬ 
ciated over three years. It used 
to be that they were depreci¬ 
ated over three or seven years, 
depending on when they were 
placed in service. 

It's a complicated formula, 
but horses placed in service at 
under 2 years of age were in 
the seven-year category; over 2, 
they were in the three-year cat¬ 
egory. That's based upon their 
foaling date. So you had own¬ 
ers who started training horses 
as weanlings who would be 
depreciating them over seven 
years, vs. others who might 
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have started within a month or 
two later, in January or Febru¬ 
ary, and the horses would be 
over 24 months; they would be 
depreciated over three years. 
So it was just unfair. Plus, the 
idea that a horse races for seven 
years-it just doesn’t fit. 

Depreciation is supposed to 
allow you to recover the cost 
of the asset over its useful 
life. Three years is much more 
in line with the useful life of 
a horse. That provision was 
included in the Farm Bill, so 
effective January 1, 2009, you 
will now be able to depreciate 
all race horses, regardless of 
the age when placed in ser¬ 
vice, over three years. What 
that basically means is that you 
can write off about twice as 
much—62 percent vs. 29 per¬ 
cent in the first two years. 


That could be quite 
significant for a lot of 
people. 

It could be quite signifi¬ 
cant for most people who are 
involved in racing. 

The other two changes are a 
reinstatement of what’s called 
the Section 179 expense deduc¬ 
tion. That’s part of the Tax 
Stimulus Bill that was passed 
in February, to get the econ¬ 
omy jump-started. Congress 
raised the expense deduction 
to $250,000 for assets used in 
a business. That means that 
when you purchase something, 
and place it into service, you 
can write off $250,000 that 
year. So for horses, fencing, 
tractors, tack, whatever—for 
2008—we have the increased 
expense deduction again. 


As an aside, that expense 
deduction—the horse industry 
almost lost it about 10 years ago. 
There was actually a bill passed 
by the Flouse that took the 
Section 179 expense deduction 
away from horses. Fortunately, 
we were able to convince the 
Senate that that was a bad idea, 
so it was never passed. But it 
was worth $17,500 10 years ago 
and now it’s worth $250,000. 
So we’re very pleased that the 
American Horse Council and 
the industry were able to pre¬ 
serve that. 

That’s the first thing. The 
second is what’s called bonus 
depreciation. When you pur¬ 
chase a new asset, and place 
it in service, you can write off, 
in 2008, 50 percent of its cost. 
Say you bought a horse for 
$250,000 in 2008, and you’re 


placing it in service, you can 
write off $125,000. Those two 
provisions are intended to get 
the economy going; they apply 
to horses and the horse indus¬ 
try. They’re very good. 

The expense deduction 
phases out at a certain peri¬ 
od—once you invest $800,000. 
But say you bought a horse 
for $500,000. You could write 
off $250,000 with the expense 
deduction, leaving a basis of 
$250,000. The bonus depre¬ 
ciation would be a $125,000 
write-off, so that’s $375,000. 
And then you’d take regular 
depreciation on the remainder. 
So it’s two very, very beneficial 
provisions that we have for 
2008. 

The problem is that because 
of the economy, not as many 
people have been able to take

advantage of it as they would 
have, had they had more 
money 

The expense deduction and 
bonus depreciation are sched¬ 
uled to expire December 31, 
2008, but it's very possible that 
when Congress looks at its next 
tax stimulus bill, it will extend 
both of them in 2009. 

So that's something we have 
to work on, to make sure horses 
are covered by those two provi¬ 
sions. 

How do you work on it? 
Can you describe the 
lobbying efforts? 

Well, you just make sure that 
the various members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
and the Finance Committee, 
hear from their constituents 
in the horse industry. We have 
to let them know that these 
are provisions that are benefi¬ 
cial to the horse industry, and 
the horse industry is indeed a 
national industry with a $12 
billion economic effect on the 
United States. If you're try¬ 
ing to get the U.S. economy 
going, be sure that you include 
the horse industry, because it 
can help get the U.S. economy 
going. 

It's just a lot of work. You 
explain the industry to the 
staff; you explain to members 
of Congress. We work with our 
member organizations, like the 
National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association, and we have lob¬ 
byists. It's a day-to-day grind of 
explaining how important the 
industry is, before they start 
to make decisions, so when 
they make those decisions they 


don't take you out (of the legis¬ 
lation) and then we don't have 
to try to get back in. 

It must be an especially 
daunting task to lobby 
on behalf of the entire 
spectrum of the horse 
industry-not just 
Thoroughbred racing. 

Those two provisions 
applied not just to racing; they 
apply to anybody who is in the 
horse industry as a business. 

In my experience, the horse 
industry thinks of its own seg¬ 
ments. Racing doesn't always 
think of showing, and recre¬ 
ation doesn't think of racing, 
but many of the issues cut 
across all parts of it. For exam¬ 
ple, I was just at the Arabian 
Horse Association convention. 
Probably, some people would 
say those are show horses. But 
indeed, the Arabian Horse 
Association and its members 
cut across all parts of the 
industry. They race Arabians; 
they certainly show Arabians, 
and use them in recreation. 
My point is, the industry is 
much broader than one breed 
or one segment. You get them 
all together, and they have a 
fairly potent effect, if you get 
them all marching in the same 
direction. 

How large is the AHC 
staff? How do you keep 
up with all these different 
areas? 

We have a staff of six, and 
three are working on these 


kinds of issues. We sort of 
divide them up. We have a 
young man here, Ben Pender¬ 
grass, who worked for Senator 
(Pete) Domenici (R-N.Mex.); 
he has contacts on the Hill. 
Kerry Thompson does all 
of our agriculture-type work 
and dealings with the USDA 
(United States Department 
of Agriculture) and that's an 
area that's extremely important 
to the horse industry-bring¬ 
ing horses interstate, moving 
horses internationally, for the 
Breeders' Cup, the big horse 
shows, the World Equestrian 
Games in 2010. But it's a lot 
of work, a lot of balls that we 
have to juggle, yes. It would be 
nice if we had 10 or 15 people 
doing all this. 

You’re expected to be an 
expert in all these different 
areas. 

You are expected, and you 
get questions from each seg¬ 
ment, and that's why you need 
to know, or sort of know, all 
the issues. 

Are you a horse racing 
person? 

I'm not even a horse person. 
I was with a law firm, and rep¬ 
resented the American Horse 
Council, and about 15 years 
ago I was offered a job work¬ 
ing directly for the AHC. That 
was when Rich Rolapp was 
the (AHC) president. And then 
Rich passed away at a much 
too early age and I was offered 
the presidency, and gladly took 
it. I've had pieces of horses. 
I've owned a couple, parts of 


stallions, Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions. I'm embarrassed to say 
their names because your read¬ 
ers would know that perhaps 
the choices weren't the great¬ 
est. One of them was Hail 
Emperor. He was actually a 
fairly good stallion. And the 
other was I Am the Game-so 
good as a stallion that, after 
about five years, they decided 
to put him back in training. 

Most people think that I 
grew up on a horse farm or a 
ranch or something, but I grew 
up in Washington, D.C. 

The issues are basically small 
business issues, but because of 
the horse industry it's a lot 
more interesting and certainly a 
lot more fun. 

Moving on to other 
issues of major national 
import, could you discuss 
immigration issues? 

Again that's an issue that 
cuts across all segments of 
the horse industry. The horse 
industry relies on foreign labor 
to a huge extent. Our breeding 
farms use what's called H-2A 
agricultural temporary work¬ 
ers; our training operations use 
H-2B non-agricultural workers. 
And we need a steady sup¬ 
ply of those foreign workers. 
There are some Americans 
who are choosing to enter the 
horse industry at that level, but 
not very many. 

So when it comes to immi¬ 
gration, there are two things 
that the industry needs. We 
need to make sure that the 
programs that allow us to bring 
in our H-2A agricultural work¬ 
ers and our H-2B non-agri- 
cultural workers are efficient, 
streamlined and can be done 
on a timely basis. The second 
thing-there are clearly a num¬ 
ber, we don't know what the 
number is, of foreigners, aliens, 
who are working in the industry 
who are undocumented. When 
you talk about them, the dread 
“A" word—amnesty— comes up. 
We need a way to allow those 
workers to legalize their status, 
work for a certain period of 
time, make sure that they don't 
have any convictions, or don't 
owe back taxes, or whatever,

We’re hopeful that at some point— not in the 
first 100 days— comprehensive immigration 
reform can be passed. . . We’re going to need

and be allowed to work their 
way to a legal status. 

We’re not alone. There are 
many, many industries that 
have those problems. Several 
bills have been introduced 
in Congress-one by Sen. 
(Dianne) Feinstein (D-Calif.), 
called the Agjobs Bill, which 
has provisions to streamline 
the H-2A process and legal¬ 
ize starns, another called the 
STRIVE Act. 

And Senator (Barbara) 
Mikulski (D-Md.) has a bill 
that would eliminate the cap 
that’s on H-2Bs. Right now, 
the whole country can bring in 
66,000 H-2Bs each year. That’s 
far fewer than we need. Sen. 
Mikulski’s Save Our Small and 
Seasonal Businesses Act would 
say that if a foreigner or alien 
had an H-2B visa within the 
last three years, he or she would 
not be counted against the cap 
of 66,000. 

Attempts were made in June 
2007; the Senate debated com¬ 
prehensive immigration reform 
and it just exploded with all 
the people saying any provi¬ 
sion that would allow people 
to stay is just amnesty and they 
can’t go along with that. So 
Congress threw in the towel. 
And they weren’t able to pass 
any immigration legislation in 
the last Congress. 

President-elect Obama 
has been very supportive of 
comprehensive immigra¬ 
tion reform, and actually Sen. 
McCain was supportive of 
comprehensive reform in June 
2007; he changed slightly dur¬ 
ing the campaign. 

We’re hopeful that at some 
point-not in the first 100 
days-comprehensive immigra¬ 
tion reform can be passed. The 
horse industry works with a 
number of coalitions, all with 
the same basic problems. But 
we’re going to need a lot of 
people to contact their mem¬ 
bers of Congress, saying, <f We 
need comprehensive immigra¬ 
tion reform.” 

The horse industry and the 
American Horse Council are 
not opposed to building fences 
or implementing extra security 
or verifying workers as long as 
there are ways to bring in tem¬ 


porary workers and legalize the 
current work force. 

If you just kicked out 15 
million or 18 million people, 
the disruption of so many 
industries —the hotel industry, 
the restaurant industry, nursery¬ 
men, agriculture and the horse 
industry —would be substan¬ 
tial. Immigration reform will 
be debated at some point; 
we’re hopeful that we can be 
included. 

Are you more hopeful 
about immigration reform 
now than you were a year 
ago? 

Since I was totally pessimis¬ 
tic a year ago-yes. 

We’re moving in the right 
direction; it’s something that 
has to happen, that has to be 
done. Actually, the bad econ¬ 
omy has helped, because there 
are fewer jobs here and there¬ 
fore fewer people are com¬ 
ing to this country. But if the 
economy picks up, and even if 
it doesn’t, we need comprehen¬ 
sive immigration reform. 

I think this Congress will 
tackle it; I won’t predict that 
they’ll pass it, but I think they 
certainly will take it up and 
debate it. 

Let’s tackle another 
topic of huge national 
concern to the racing 
industry-Internet gaming. 

Well, the Unlawful Internet 
Gambling Enforcement Act 
was passed in 2006. That bill 
does not prohibit Internet gam¬ 
bling. It prohibits the payment 


system that allows Internet 
gambling to take place. It would 
prohibit banks and credit card 
companies and other financial 
institutions from participat¬ 
ing in any transaction that is 
considered unlawful Internet 
gambling. 

It took 11 years for that bill 
to pass, and over that period of 
time the horse industry was able 
to get a carve-out, an exclusion, 
or grandfather provision, what¬ 
ever you might want to call 
it. It essentially provided that 
any activity allowed under the 
Interstate Horse Racing Act 
was not included within the 
definition of unlawful Internet 
gambling. 

And that is a credit to the 
lobbying efforts of the 
American Horse Council? 

Well, the American Horse 
Council, the National Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Association, 
the American Quarter Horse 
Association, the U.S. Trotting 
Association. Everybody worked 
long and hard on it. And we had 
some champions in that effort. 
Sen. (Jon) Kyi (R) from Arizona, 
Congressman (Bob) Goodlatte 
(R) from Virginia-they were 
very, very helpful. 

The reason we were able to 
do that, I think, was because we 
were actually doing interstate 
wagering on horse racing—over 
the telephone, electronic media, 
the Internet, closed loop sys¬ 
tems. So if a bill had passed 
prohibiting that, what we had 
been doing would have been 
rolled back, as opposed to 
other industries that had not 
started it. 


Yes, we were able to get that 
exclusion in there. But we still 
have the controversy with the 
Department of Justice, which 
maintains that our interstate 
wagering violates what it calls 
the Federal Wire Statute. We 
maintain that the Interstate 
Horse Racing Act, and par¬ 
ticularly the amendment that 
was passed in 2000, overrides 
the Wire Statute and allows 
the horse racing industry to 
do simulcasting and advance 
deposit wagering between 
states that have legalized it. 

The legislation that was 
passed—the Unlawful Internet 
Gambling Enforcement Act— 
specifically maintained the sta¬ 
rns quo there, and said neither 
that the Department of Justice 
was right, nor the horse indus¬ 
try was right. 

Then the focus shifted to 
the Department of Treasury 
and the Federal Reserve 
Board, to write the regula¬ 
tions under that act which tell 
banks and credit card compa¬ 
nies and other financial institu¬ 
tions what they need to do to 
comply, to block transactions 
that are considered unlawful 
Internet gambling. When the 
rule was proposed, the Horse 
Council submitted comments, 
the National Thoroughbred 
Racing Association submitted 
comments. 

When it came out, which 
was only in the middle of 
November, it was fairly faith¬ 
ful to the act and the pro¬ 
posed rules, but there was a 
new provision in there that set 
up another policy that banks 
and other financial institutions

could follow in enforcing it. 
And it allowed the banks to 
shift the burden to the opera¬ 
tors - those who are doing 
Internet wagering-to prove 
what they are doing was legal. 

It is effective on January 19, 
but it doesn't have to be com¬ 
plied with until December 12, 
2009. The horse industry has 
until then to discuss with credit 
card companies and banks that 
are doing their clearing, as it 
were, to make sure we can still 
do the interstate wagering that 
we currently offer. 

In the last Congress, six 
bills were introduced to either 
license Internet gambling enti¬ 
ties, regulate it, study it, exclude 
from the definition of activities 
that are allowed. Congressman 
(Barney) Frank (D-Mass.) intro¬ 
duced a bill that would prohibit 
the Fed and the Treasury from 
allowing those rules to go final, 
or enforcing them. 

All of that will be back in 
the new Congress; I think that 
Internet gambling will be as 
front and center as it has been 
over the last 11 years, and horse 
racing just has to make sure 
that if anything is changed, 
or amended, or clarified, that 
we have language in there that 
allows us to continue what 
we've been offering. 

So this is your prime 
initiative right now? 

Yes. . . Well, it's certainly 
right up there at the top, but 
we right now don't know what 
the prime initiative will be. The 
next Congress is going to need 
money. So there will be a lot of 
changes, or potential changes, 
to tax laws. We have to make 
sure that if there are efforts like 
that, none of those changes 
would affect the horse industry. 

Horse slaughter also looms 
as a big issue. 

Much to people's surprise, 
the first bill that was introduced 
in the U.S. Congress to pro¬ 
hibit the slaughter of horses 
was in 1971. So this is an issue 
that's been going on for over 
35 years. 

Congressman (Ed) Whit¬ 
field (R) from Kentucky and 
Senators (Mary) Landrieu (D) 


from Louisiana and (John) 
Ensign (R) from Nevada have 
been principal sponsors of leg¬ 
islation that would prohibit the 
slaughter of horses for human 
consumption. 

The American Horse Coun¬ 
cil is neutral on this bill. It is 
the first time in our history, 
and we were organized in 1969, 
that there was no consensus 
on the issue. I can tell you 
that a number of our board 
meetings, which are generally 
pretty boring, got very live¬ 
ly when we discussed what 
should be the position of the 
American Horse Council on 
legislation to ban slaughter of 
horses for human consump¬ 
tion. We had big organizations 
that supported the ban, and big 
organizations opposed to the 
ban, individuals who supported 
it and those who opposed it. 
We weren't even close to hav¬ 
ing some sort of a consensus. 
So the board decided that we 
would have to be neutral on it. 

A lot of people don't under¬ 
stand that. They say, “How can 
you be neutral?" Well, first 
of all, it's an important issue, 
but we don't want to close the 
doors of the American Horse 
Council over one issue. Had 
we taken a position one way 
or another, perhaps some of 
those organizations that dis¬ 
agreed might not have sup¬ 
ported the AHC. 

Secondly, the way that we 
operate is when we go to the 
Hill, we say, “We speak for the 
horse industry." For example, 
there was legislation called 
the Preserving Our Equine 
Heritage Act, which would 
require federal agencies to look 
into the historic use of horses 
and pack stock on lands before 
they could exclude them from 
those federal lands. Now I sus¬ 
pect that there aren't a lot of 
race tracks or Thoroughbred 
organizations that care that 
much about that legislation, 
which obviously affects mainly 
recreation. But being able to 
say that 160 organizations sup¬ 
port it is a real benefit when 
you go up on the Hill. Just as, 
we just talked about Internet 
gambling, I don’t think that 
recreational horse organiza¬ 
tions have a strong opinion on 


Internet gambling. But it allows 
us to go and say, “One hundred 
and sixty organizations support 
the provisions to protect horse 
racing." 

If we had taken a position 
one way or another on that 
federal bill, the slaughter bill, 
and we went to testify, they 
would say, ‘Wait a second. You 
say that the American Horse 
Council and the horse industry 
either supports or opposes it?" 

Well, say we said that we 
opposed it. They'd say, “Hold 
on a second. I've got a list 
of 12 Thoroughbred organiza¬ 
tions that support it. You can't 
be speaking for them. And 
I've got a fist of 48 breeders 
who support it, so you can't 
be speaking for them." So as a 
practical matter we had to take 
a position of neutrality. And I 
can tell you we have been criti¬ 
cized on both sides because of 
that, but that's just the practical 
effect of not having a consen¬ 
sus. 

I dare say there's probably 
200 organizations of size in 
the horse industry, and I'd be 
surprised if more than 25 had 
formally taken a position either 
way on that federal legislation, 
simply because most organiza¬ 
tions have members on both 
sides of the issue. 

It's a very, very difficult 
issue. 

But the AHC has 
responded with the 
Unwanted Horse Coalition. 

In 2005, the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Equine Practitioners 
had a meeting in Washington as 
part of the American Horse 
Council's National Issues 
Forum to discuss unwanted 
horses. They had about 30 
organizations represented, plus 
individuals. Out of that came 
the idea that we should have 
some sort of a coalition or 
group to deal with the unwant¬ 
ed horse issue in the United 
States. 

They thought about form¬ 
ing an organization, they 
thought about an alliance, they 
thought about a lot of things. 
Then they said, “Well, most of 
these groups are members of 
the Horse Council. Why don't 


we form a coalition under the 
Horse Council?” 

It's been operating for 
almost two years now. It oper¬ 
ates within the AHC. Dr. Tom 
Lenz is the chairman and Julia 
Andersen is the director of the 
Unwanted Horse Coalition. Its 
mission is primarily to educate 
the horse industry about this 
issue, and to try to suggest 
ways that if you come to the 
point where you have to get 
rid of your horse for whatever 
reason that there are various 
alternatives - therapeutic riding 
programs, race horse to show 
horse, recreation horse, park 
police, retraining. . . or eutha¬ 
nasia. There are many alterna¬ 
tives. The slogan of the coali¬ 
tion is “Own Responsibly." 

The goal is to get people to 
think about responsible owner¬ 
ship before they buy or breed, 
so that when they get to the 
point where the horse is old 
or lame, or the kids have gone 
off to school, they'll have some 
plan in place to deal with that 
horse. 

The coalition has just start¬ 
ed a study of unwanted horses 
to try to get a handle on the 
issue: Are there more unwanted 
horses? If there are, why is 
that? (To participate in the study\ 
visit http://survey, ictgroup. com/ 
uhcsurvey/ or call 202-296-4031') 

We've seen articles in many 
newspapers across the coun¬ 
try stating that the number of 
unwanted horses is increasing, 
that some of them are being 
turned loose on public lands, 
that some of them are being 
left on sales grounds. 

Clearly the economy has had 
an effect on that; the price of 
hay has had an effect on that. 
Many people believe the clos¬ 
ing of the processing plants 
has had an effect on that. The 
idea of this study is to come 
up with some facts and figures 
as to exactly what is the scope 
of the situation. How many 
retirement facilities are there? 
What is their capacity? What 
do people know about this? 
What do they think we can do? 
So that we have some facts and 
figures and can go on to help 
try to solve this problem. 

The coalition does not raise 
money to fund rescue facilities.

I think that welfare issues are going to 
come front and center with the horse 
industry and the industry’sjob is to ensure 
that we’re doing everything we can to let 
the public , our fans, and federal and state 
officials know that the welfare of the horse 
is number one in the industry’s eyes. 


It does not raise money to take 
care of horses. It's not going to 
take a position on the federal 
legislation, one way or anoth¬ 
er. That was debated at length 
when it was formed, and we 
just thought that we don't have 
sufficient funds to do that type 
of work. That would require a 
big organization, as opposed to 
our mission, which is educa¬ 
tion. 

What other issues are 
among the AHC’s top 
priorities for 2009 and 
beyond? 

One issue that's going to be 
important is horse welfare in 
general. 

Everybody saw and recog¬ 
nized what happened when 
Eight Belles went down after 
the Derby. When one of your 
premier events has something 
like that happen. . . If we want 
to keep our fans, and bring in 
new fans, we have to be able 
to say to them that yes, we're 
doing everything we can. 

Many organizations had 
already been working on wel¬ 
fare issues —such as medication 
problems, whip questions and 
the race track surface issue. 
That didn't start on the first 
Saturday in May, in 2008. Much 
work had already been done. 
But after the Eight Belles trage¬ 
dy, the National Thoroughbred 


Racing Association organized 
the Safety and Integrity Alliance, 
and now a lot of people in the 
industry have signed on to it. 
That will go forward. 

This issue of safety and 
welfare of the horse is some¬ 
thing I think will be a focus of 
the public and Congress. And 
that's not just racing. You've got 
three-day eventing. Almost the 
same weekend as Eight Belles's 
demise there was a terrible spill 
in the Rolex Three-Day Event 
in Lexington, Ky. 

I think that welfare issues 
are going to come front and 
center with the horse industry 
and the industry's job is to 
ensure that we're doing every¬ 
thing we can to let the public, 
our fans, and federal and state 
officials know that the welfare 
of the horse is number one in 
the industry’s eyes. 

Let's notkid ourselves - there 
are groups out there who are 
opposed to the use of animals 
and they'll take advantage of 
any unfortunate thing that hap¬ 
pens to our industry to give us 
a black eye. 

Is this more of a problem 
for horse racing than it is 
for other segments of the 
horse industry? 

Well. . . it's a problem for 
horse racing because racing is 
probably the most high-pro¬ 


file part of the horse industry. 
But every aspect of the horse 
industry has some problems 
that they should be making 
sure to take care of. 

This is a huge initiative for 
the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners. 

Anything else? 

Let me just tell you about a 
new project the AHC has start¬ 
ed, which is the Congressional 
Cavalry. We started it about 
a year ago. As I said we have 
about 160 member organiza¬ 
tions, and we're trying to get 
one person from each of 
our member organizations in 
each Congressional district to 
sign up for the Congressional 
Cavalry. 

It doesn't cost any money. 
But just imagine if, in the third 
district of Nebraska, or the 
second district of Florida, 
for example, we had 10 or 15 
people who are involved in 
Thoroughbred racing, horse 
showing, recreational rid¬ 
ing, breeding Thoroughbreds, 
Quarter Horses, Morgans, 
whatever. And whenever an 
issue came up, we could have 
them contact their member of 
Congress. That would be real 
grass roots activity. 

Funding for reelection 
is important to members of 
Congress, whether they're in 
the Senate or the House. But 


I think grass roots activity is 
even more important. 

If any readers of Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred even if they're not 
members of the American 
Horse Council, would like to 
join the Congressional Cavalry, 
just contact the AHC at (202) 
296-4031 and we'll put you on 
the list. 

We're not going to overwork 
people; we're not going to ask 
people to write once a week, 
or even once a month. But 
when an issue comes up, for 
instance when Congress begins 
debating immigration reform, 
we could activate them. 

It's a program that could 
have real possibilities. We start 
out by simply contacting mem¬ 
bers of Congress, but as we go 
along over the years there's no 
reason why a member or mem¬ 
bers of the Cavalry couldn't 
invite a member of Congress 
to their event, or their farm, 
or their activity, and say, “This 
is what the horse industry is. 
Come out and see our foals. 
Or come and watch our trail 
ride. Or come to Laurel Park 
and experience the Maryland 
Million." 

Do you usually get a lot 
of response when you put 
out a blanket request for 
people to contact their 
members of Congress 
about a particular issue? 

We do get a lot of response. 
They don't all send us copies of 
letters they send to members of 
Congress. But about a year ago 
there was a problem involving a 
USDA appropriations bill that 
would have had a real effect 
on horses internationally and 
inter-state. We sent that out, 
and I got about four inches of 
letters that actually came in. 

That's one of the reasons 
we formed the Cavalry. If you 
can identify someone who is 
willing to do it, and they con¬ 
tact their member of Congress, 
that contact from back home 
is what's most important to 
the member of Congress. They 
will listen, believe it or not. W

Good Night Shirt 
fights battle 
royal in Colonial 
Cup-NSAI 


W hen you win your first 
four starts of the season, 
all Grade 1 stakes, it's 
difficult to summon an encore 
in the fifth. But Good Night 
Shirt did so with aplomb. 

Already assured of an 
Eclipse Award, the Maryland- 
bred owned by Virginians 
Sonny and Ann Via added more 
gilt to his sparkling steeplechase 
career with a signature perfor¬ 
mance in the $150,000 Colonial 
Cup-NSAI at Springdale Race 
Course in Camden, S.C., on 
November 16. 

Good Night Shirt, trained 
by Jack Fisher, took a knock¬ 
out punch from stakes veteran 
Preemptive Strike, got up off 
the floor and delivered a hay¬ 
maker to complete an unbeaten 
season in 5:17.80 for the two 
and three-quarters miles. 

“Everybody wants to see 
a race. Well, they saw a race 
today—and the champ won/’ 
said Good Night Shirt’s jock¬ 
ey, Willie Dowling. “It’s like a 
happy ending for everybody. 
I’m just so happy for the horse 
to finish it on a good note. 
You set the expectations so 
high when you do what he did 
before this race.” 

Good Night Shirt came into 
the Colonial Cup looking to 
complete a perfect season, add 
an exclamation point to his 
championship, and finish the 
business he started way back 
in April. A few days before the 
race Dowling compared him to 
Curlin, who lost his final start 
of 2008. 


“I’d love for the horse to put 
a finish on this season, just to 
cap his year off the right way,” 
Dowling said. “There might 
not ever be a year like this.” 

No, there might not. Good 
Night Shirt faced just four 
horses but got an immediate 
test when the free-running, 
bold-jumping Preemptive 
Strike went immediately to the 
front. Though never a Grade 1 
winner, the flashy chestnut Pre¬ 
emptive Strike (a fellow Mary- 
land-bred champion) brought 
plenty of credentials, including 
a second in the 2004 Colonial 
Cup, and applied pressure to 
the favorite. 

Preemptive Strike (Jody 
Petty) set die pace, followed by 
Good Night Shirt, Best Attack, 
Dark Equation and Pleasant 
Pick in single file. 

The Colonial Cup is the 
second-longest Grade 1 on 
the steeplechase calendar. 
Contested over a flat, sandy 
course with 17 fences that 
encourage horses to stand off, 
it is also one of the fastest. The 
final mile turned into a sprint, 
with Preemptive Strike look¬ 
ing upset-bound, Good Night 
Shirt weathering the storm, and 
Best Attack keeping pace. 

Preemptive Strike flew the 
14th fence, gaining a length 
on Good Night Shirt. At the 
15th, midway on the sweeping 
final turn, Good Night Shirt 
fought back. Turning into the 
long stretch, he swept out¬ 
side of Preemptive Strike and 
narrowed the gap to a length 


while Best Attack stayed inside. 
Preemptive Strike answered at 
the 16th, landing with a lead 
once again. He drifted out 
slightly, and Good Night Shirt 
dove to the inside just before 
the last fence. Preemptive Strike 
landed running, again, Good 
Night Shirt took off from a 
long spot, and Best Attack lost 
ground with a mistake—leaving 
a two-horse battle. 

“I landed at the last and 
I knew he was right there,” 
said Petty. “Coming up the 
stretch, he came to me and just 
dwelt a little bit and I thought I 
might get him. But that’s a long 
stretch—really long.” 

Good Night Shirt respond¬ 
ed to Dowling’s left-handed 
encouragement and drew even. 
Preemptive Strike dug in again. 
Proving his championship 
determination. Good Night 
Shirt re-rallied, took a three- 
quarter-length lead in the final 
100 yards, and looked like a 
winner for the first time all 
race. But Preemptive Strike 
summoned still more and nar¬ 
rowed the gap to a neck at the 
finish line. Best Attack came 
in six and a half lengths back 
in third. 

Like the rest of the wit¬ 
nesses, Dowling wasn’t sure his 
horse was going to win. 

“I thought I was beaten; I 
never thought I’d get up,” said 
Dowling. “It wasn’t until half¬ 
way through the run-in that he 
put his head down and was all 
out—he quickened just enough. 
That’s a long run from the last, 
but I was glad to have it.” 

Good Night Shirt made 
his reputation by disman¬ 
tling opponents all year. The 
Colonial Cup proved he can 
win a battle, too. 

“It proves that he’s a fight¬ 
er too when they throw it to 
him,” said Dowling. “They clid 
a good job with Preemptive 
Strike. They took it to me and 
made me work, but the Shirt is 
a special kind of horse.” 

The $90,000 first-place 
check gave Good Night Shirt 
$485,520 for 2008-his second 


consecutive single-season earn¬ 
ings record-and $934,493 for 
his steeplechase career (third 
all-time behind McDynamo 
and Lonesome Glory). 

COLONIAL 
CUP NOTES 

Mede Cahaba Stable’s Class 
Bopper stamped himself as 
one to watch in 2009 with a 
win in the $25,000 Raymond 
Woolfe Memorial for 3-year- 
olds at two miles. Trained by 
Lilith Boucher and ridden by 
her husband, Richard Boucher, 
the winner raced up front 
throughout and won by one 
and a half lengths while pick¬ 
ing up his second victory of 
the season. He settled for sec¬ 
ond behind stablemate Class 
Real Rock (who won a $50,000 
stakes at Far Hills in October) 
in the NS A 3-year-old division, 
however. Both Mede Cahaba 
runners are homebreds from 
Virginia... Arcadia Stable’s vet¬ 
eran Bubble Economy iced his 
second NS A timber champion¬ 
ship with a $20,000 open timber 
win at Camden, erasing a refus¬ 
al at the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup two weeks earlier. Also the 
timber champion in 2004, the 
10-year-old Jack Fisher trainee 
was bred in Pennsylvania by 
Rick and Dixie Abbott and 
Tim and Nina Gardner. 

DRIVE SOUTH 

For the first time since 2001 
(when Calder hosted two jump 
races), the season did not end 
at the Colonial Cup. The inau¬ 
gural Palm Beach Steeplechase 
occupied the final spot on the 
calendar, on November 29, 
and showcased steeplechas¬ 
ing to an already horse-sawy 
crowd at the Palm Beach Inter¬ 
national Equestrian Center in 
Wellington, Fla. 

Site of horse shows and 
polo of all shapes and sizes 
during the winter, Wellington 
hosted jump racing for the first 
time since 1985 and did so with 
style, thanks to a five-race card 
worth $180,000. Thirty-three 
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horses made the trip. One put 
the finishing touches on a mas¬ 
terful career. 

In her final start, The Fields 
Stable's Guelph defeated three 
male rivals in the $75,000 Palm 
Beach Steeplechase-going 
wire-to-wire to clinch the NS A 
filly/mare championship for 
trainer Tom Voss. Ridden by 
Padge Whelan, Guelph went 
right to the front and sped 
around the tight course—hug¬ 
ging the curves and flying 11 
fences. Briefly tested by Dr. 
Bloomer with less than a mile 
to go, Guelph kicked away and 
won by six and a half lengths in 
3:39 for the two and one-quar¬ 
ter miles. Dr. Bloomer finished 
second with Baby League a 
non-threatening third. Orison 
fell at the second-last. 

Bred in Maryland by Mimi 
Voss, Guelph caught Class 
Shadow for the division cham¬ 
pionship and won for the eighth 
time in 15 career steeplechase 
starts. 

She also caused her trainer 
to breathe a little easier. 

<f You get worried; you put 
all this pressure on yourself," 
said Voss. “I hate saying you're 
going to run them one more 
time, because if something 
happens you look like a fool. 
You appreciate everything she 
does for you and then you say 
you're going to run one more 
time. . ." 

A daughter of Sky Classic 
and the Eastern Echo mare 
Distant Drumroll, Guelph lost 
all five flat starts but thrived 
over jumps with a four-win 
campaign (and a division tide) 
back in 2005. She started just 
once in 2006 due to a fractured 
withers and could not find 
her form in three 2007 starts, 
but returned to her best while 
racing exclusively in stakes at 
the age of 7 in 2008—winning 
at Nashville and Fair Hill in 
May, finishing second at Far 
Hills in October, and scoring 
at Callaway Gardens and Palm 
Beach in November. She leaves 
with $219,074 in steeplechase

Despite the double, 
Voss wound up one win short 
of Fisher (who singled on the 
day) for the training champion¬ 
ship, 26-25. . . Owner Calvin 
Houghland, who won a race 
on the 1985 Palm Beach card, 
picked up another victory 23 
years later when Australian 
import Torino Luge won a 
$30,000 optional claiming hur¬ 
dle for trainer Doug Fout. 

TIMBER TOPPERS 

In the final timber stakes of 
the season, Augustin Stable's 
allowance winner Move West 
handled four miles, stiff fences 


and a step up in competition to 
score by a length over Patriot's 
Path and Erin Go Bragh (NZ) 
in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup 
atUnionville, Pa., on November 
2. Trained by Sanna Hendriks, 
the winner carried Jody Petty 
home in a foxhunt-like 10:12 
while looking like a future play¬ 
er in the division. 

The race started slowly 
when no one really wanted to 
make the pace, and got slower 
when three horses dropped out 
at the third fence. Move West 
took over the lead and put on 
a schooling session-until chal¬ 
lenged in the stretch. 

Patriot's Path and Erin Go 
Bragh both took shots at the 
leader, but were no match late 
as Move West kicked away. 

Bred by George Strawbridge 
in Pennsylvania, the winner 
flopped in two flat tries back in 

2004, won twice over hurdles in 

2005, including the Foxbrook 
Supreme Hurdle Stakes-NSAl, 
missed 2006 with a tendon inju¬ 
ry, and came back as a timber 
horse in 2007—winning once. 
He began 2008 as an amateur 
mount for Strawbridge's son 


Stewart. They finished second 
together at My Lady's Manor 
and fell at the Grand National. 
Fifth in the Virginia Gold Cup 
in May, the son of Gone West 
returned to action with an easy 
allowance win at Morven Park 
on October 11, which turned 
out to be the perfect tight¬ 
ener for stakes company in 
Pennsylvania. 

Petty marveled at the final 
fence, which had four horses 
looking for a win and-finally- 
running at top speed. 

“When you're coming down 
to those fences going that fast, 
you want a little leeway to fix 
it on your own," said Petty. 
“We were flying down to the 
last and it was either make or 
break; he nailed it. From a long 
way out, I saw it and I could 
tell the horse next to me was 
on a different stride. I felt good 
about that." 

Also at Unionville, Anne 
Haynes's Shady Valley won 
a $15,000 allowance timber 
for trainer Mike Berryman. 
Haynes's son Russell handled 
the riding duties on the gray 
son of Carnivalay, who was

bred in Pennsylvania by Nina 
Gardner. 

Stakes-placed over timber, 
Shady Valley scored for the 
first time since 2006. 

“He’s one of those horses 
that doesn’t meet a fence wrong 
so you can have all the confi¬ 
dence in the world,” said Russell 
Haynes. 

TRIPLE PLAY 

Trainer Jimmy Day knew 
Triple Dip liked long-distance 
races. He also knew that in 
three seasons of competition 
Triple Dip owned just a sin¬ 
gle career hurdle victory. But 
he entered the Noel Laing 
Stakes at Montpelier, Va., on 
November 1 anyway. 

“Going a distance, he’s not 
your average allowance horse 
so I thought he could run well. 
But when I picked the program 
up I was a little more wor¬ 
ried,” said the Virginia-based 
Day. “Preemptive Strike has 
done nothing wrong this year 
and there were a few others in 
there. I figured my horse was 
tight, but I would have been 
happy with second or third. 
That would have been a very 
good effort in that field.” 

Triple Dip did his trainer 
proud, running down Preemp¬ 
tive Strike and Dalucci (Ire) 


after the last fence and holding 
off a late rally from Orison 
to win the $40,000 stakes by a 
nose. The winner covered the 
two and a half miles in 5:10.40, 
with Liam Me Vicar aboard for 
owner Joe Henderson. Triple 
Dip scored for the first time 
since his maiden-breaker as a 
4-year-old in May 2007, but has 
long hinted at quality. 

“We’ve always thought he 
was a nice horse,” said Me Vicar. 
“It’s been little problem after 
little problem.” 

Triple Dip ended 2007 with 
a sixth in the Noel Laing and 
didn’t return until October 
2008, where he finished third 
in a training flat at Morven 
Park. He lost McVicar when 
a horse fell in front of them 
at Great Meadow on October 
18, but came to Montpelier in 
top form. 

“He’s an easy horse to get 
back, but he needed a race or 
two to be at his best and that 
showed here,” said Day. “He 
really wants that distance—more 
if he can get it.” 

A son of Storm Broker 
bred in Maryland by High 
Mountain Farm, Triple Dip 
carries strong steeplechase 
form in his blood. His grand- 
dam, Double Wrapped (Ire), 
won 24 races-including 10 
Irish chases, nine Irish hur¬ 


dle races and the Norwegian 
Grand National. While based 
in Ireland, she made two starts 
in the Colonial Cup, and later 
she raced in the U.S. for trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard. 

GOOD DOCTOR 

Calvin Houghland’s Dr. 
Bloomer put a sweet note on 
bis back-and-forth season with 
a three-quarter-length win in 
the $100,000 AFLAC U.S. 
Championship Novice Stakes 
at Callaway Gardens, Ga., on 
November 1. 

The Grade 1 win capped 
a year that included two wins, 
two thirds and three ugly 
efforts during his 7-year-old 
campaign. Trained by Jonathan 
Sheppard, Dr. Bloomer came 
to Callaway off a decent third at 
Monmouth Park on September 
20 but also clocked in last of 
seven at Saratoga, fifth (beat¬ 
en more than 17 lengths) at 
Colonial Downs, and fourth of 
five (beaten 19 lengths) in the 
Carolina Cup. 

Jockey Robbie Walsh saw a 
green light from his horse at 
Callaway, and went with it. 

“I jumped on him to go to 
the start and he locked his jaw 
sideways, spooked and took 
off with me,” said Walsh, who 
apologized-in advance-to his 
fellow riders for going too fast 
early. “In fairness to him, he 
did jump off and relax but he 
was sharp, very sharp.” 

Dr. Bloomer thrived over 
the hilly, right-handed course, 
making all the running and 
holding off Swagger Stick 
and The Price of Love in the 
stretch. 

The winner covered the two 
and one-quarter miles in 3:57.20 
while making his final start in 
the restricted novice ranks. Dr. 
Bloomer raced for Sheppard 
and breeder Marablue Farm 
on the flat, winning three times 
(including a tough Saratoga 
claimer in 2006) before joining 
Houghland’s barn as a steeple¬ 
chaser in 2007. 

He broke his maiden in his 
second start at Colonial in July 
that year by nearly a dozen 


lengths, and entered 2008 as a 
player in the division. Despite 
the inconsistency, he finished 
with $125,550 in earnings and 
a spot in the top 10. 

“He’s always had the license 
to step up when it sets up 
for him,” said Sheppard. “He’s 
probably a little better horse at 
a track like this where he can get 
a breather. He was still in front 
jumping the last at Monmouth, 
but it’s hard to get a breather at 
the track. He’s not that easy to 
train because he’s rank.” 

Sheppard credited exercise 
riders Tim Wyatt and Frank 
Steall, plus Camden, S.C.-based 
assistant Jonathan Smart, with 
helping Dr. Bloomer find his 
best form. 

PURSE RECORD 
HIGHLIGHTS 2008 
NUMBERS 

The NSA set new highs 
in total and average purses in 
2008 with $5,359,100 handed 
out to owners at 31 race meets 
and seven tracks. The average 
purse of $27,483 also broke 
new ground, topping last year’s 
mark of $26,655. 

“Overall I was very happy 
with how the season went,” 
said Bill Gallo, the NSA’s direc¬ 
tor of racing. “Palm Beach was 
a great conclusion to a big year. 
We set an all-time purse record 
for the second year in a row 
and reaching that plateau was 
very meaningful. It says we 
have a very bright future and 
that’s something to be excited 
about.” 

NSA purses topped $5 mil¬ 
lion for the third time in the 
last four years. The NSA sanc¬ 
tioned 195 individual races in 
2008, down six from 2007. The 
loss of the Little Everglades 
and Queen’s Cup meets in the 
spring and the cancellation of 
three races at Shawan Downs 
in September due to heavy rain 
was compensated by the addi¬ 
tion of new venues—Kentucky 
Downs, Monmouth Park and 
Palm Beach. ^

Boosting immune 
system to help 
fight disease 


M edicine used to rely pri¬ 
marily on drugs to bat¬ 
tle infection and other 
pathogens. But with growing 
concern about antibiotic resis¬ 
tance, more natural ways to 
fight disease are gaining popu¬ 
larity Increasingly, the body’s 
immune system is being enlist¬ 
ed as an ally in fighting disease. 

When challenged, the 
immune system rallies to fight 
bacteria and viruses, produc¬ 
ing antibodies that, with the 
help of white blood cells 
called lymphocytes, seek out 
and destroy harmful microbes 
and cells. Like little Pac-Men, 
phagocytes in circulating blood 
detect, gobble up and digest 
microbes. Lymphocytes then 
destroy cells that were dam¬ 
aged by the microbes, allowing 
them to be replaced by new, 
healthy cells. 

In some cases, the immune 
system does not completely 
eradicate the pathogens, but 
suppresses them until they stop 
producing clinical signs. The 
disease remains in a subclinical 
state until something triggers 
it to flare up again. This is the 
reason some infections appear 
to be difficult to rid from the 
body. In most cases, only a 
biopsy of the affected tissue 
reveals the pathogens’ tena¬ 
cious presence. 

Immunomodulators stimu¬ 
late the immune system and its 
responses to launch a fortified 
attack against these pathogens. 


These new veterinary weapons 
are not drugs. Technically, they 
are biologicals, and their use 
and approval are regulated by 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

One of the substances used 
as the basis for certain immu¬ 
nomodulators is a form of the 
bacteria that cause acne, which 
when inactivated are a safe yet 
potent trigger for the immune 
response. Another source is an 
inactivated form of parapoxvi- 
rus ovis, a virus that causes a 
contagious dermatitis in sheep 
and people who handle them. 

UTERINE INFECTIONS 

Immunomodulators are 
used to boost a mare’s immune 
system to naturally destroy 
Streptococcus-bacteria that 
cause inflammation of the lin¬ 
ing of the uterus. Called endo¬ 
metritis, the condition affects 
a mare’s fertility by preventing 
her from conceiving or causing 
early-term abortion. Persistent, 
unchecked endometritis also 
can cause scarring and degen¬ 
erative changes in the uterine 
lining. 

“The effectiveness of this 
type of therapy stimulates the 
immune system of the animal 
to deal with bacteria on its 
own, so there is no [antibi¬ 
otic] resistance,” said Duncan 
Hocksley, DVM, technical ser¬ 
vices manager for Bioniche 
Animal Health USA, which 
manufactures Settle, one of the 


pioneer immunomodulators 
approved for use in treating 
uterine infections 

“With antibiotic therapy, 
you can have trouble trying 
to obtain high enough levels 
of the antibiotic to ensure the 
antibiotic is effective in killing 
the bacteria,” Hocksley went 
on. 

Pennsylvania Derby-G2 
winner Sun King was conceived 
from a mare treated with Settle. 
His dam. Clever But Costly, 
had produced only two foals in 
the six years prior to Sun King’s 
birth in 2002. She was treated 
with Settle at Shamrock Glen 
Farm in Kentucky, and the 
farm’s co-owner, Lisa Turney, 
credited the treatment for 
enabling the mare to produce 
the $2.2-million earner. In the 
six subsequent foaling seasons, 
she has been barren only once. 

“Streptococcus zooepi- 
demicus is the most common 
type of bacteria that cause 
endometritis in mares, but 
there could be other complicat¬ 
ing factors, as well,” Hocksley 
said. “So our product is stim¬ 
ulating a generalized immune 
response, so [the body] is able 
to deal with a lot of the bacte¬ 
rial threats it is facing.” 

Hocksley explained that the 
immune system enlists lympho¬ 
cytes called T-cells that provide 
cell-mediated immunity. 

“Settle will provide a gen¬ 
eralized cell-mediated immune 
response, so there is an 
increase in the number of acti¬ 
vated T-cells,” Hocksley said. 
“It turns on cells to go and kill 
either the bacteria, viruses or 
the infected cells.” 

RESPIRATORY 

INFECTIONS 

A number of biologicals 
are used to combat respiratory 
infections in horses. The prin¬ 
cipal ones on the market are 
Equimune (Bioniche), EqStim 
(Neogen Corp.) and Zylexis 
(Pfizer Animal Health). 

Last year, the Australian 
horse industry came to a halt 
because its naive horse popula¬ 
tion was exposed to influenza 


for the first time. The virus 
spread through thousands of 
horses who, understandably, 
had not been vaccinated against 
a disease that had never existed 
in that country. Bioniche imme¬ 
diately increased the supply of 
its respiratory immunomodu- 
lator Equimune to Australian 
veterinarians to help resolve 
the situation. 

“Equimune is very simi¬ 
lar to Settle,” Hocksley said. 
“It’s given to horses prior to 
transport or during influen¬ 
za. Because it’s a generalized 
response, it’s able to stimulate 
the immune system throughout 
the body.” 

Elizabeth Davis, DVM, 
Ph.D., explored immuno¬ 
modulators as part of her 
doctoral dissertation and in 
studies conducted at Kansas 
State University, where she is 
an assistant professor of clini¬ 
cal sciences. Davis has been 
successful in resolving linger¬ 
ing respiratory infections by 
administering a three-dose 
course of EqStim. 

“EqStim is the one that I 
like to reach for,” she said. 
“We have a fair bit of data that 
we’ve generated on it at Kansas 
State University.” 

Neogen advocates the use of 
EqStim in race horses, whose 
respiratory health often is com¬ 
promised by the high-density 
population of race tracks and 
training centers and the physi¬ 
cal stress of competition. 

According to Cornell Uni¬ 
versity researcher Dorothy M. 
Ainsworth, DVM, Ph.D., race 
horses often suffer from exer¬ 
cise-induced depression of the 
immune system, which can cause 
lung infections or abscesses 
when the horse breathes bacte¬ 
ria into the lungs and the 
immune system fails to launch 
a good antibody response 
against it. 

“Exercise-associated immu¬ 
nosuppression also enables 
viral infections to become 
established in the respiratory 
tract, which, in turn, predis¬ 
pose [the horse] to the devel¬ 
opment of secondary bacte-

rial infections” she reported. 
“Theoretically, if this immune 
suppression could be reversed 
or attenuated, the prevalence 
of infectious pneumonia, 
bronchitis, or lung abscessation 
should dramatically decrease in 
the equine athlete.” 

In tests to obtain USDA 
approval, EqStim was found 
to be effective in increasing the 
rate of recovery when used in 
conjunction with antibiotic or 
hyperimmune therapy in the 
treatment of primary and sec¬ 
ondary bacterial and viral infec¬ 
tions associated with equine 
respiratory disease complex. 

“Equimune has been found 
to be effective against viruses,” 
Hocksley said. “It causes a 
release of interferon, and that 
is critical for killi ng viruses that 
are within cells.” 

Zylexis targets equine 
herpesvirus-1 and equine 
herpesvirus-4, which are 


believed to be latent in 80 per¬ 
cent of the horse population. 
EHV-1 and EHV-4 can remain 
dormant for extended periods, 
but flare up when the horse is 
subject to physical or mental 
stress, such as training, compe¬ 
tition, changes in his environ¬ 
ment and long-distance trans¬ 
port. In addition to causing 
respiratory symptoms, EHV-1 
has manifested potentially 
fatal neurological symptoms in 
recent years, as well as causing 
abortion. 

Vaccines against EHV-1 and 
EHV-4 are helpful in prevent¬ 
ing abortion but not respira¬ 
tory and neurologic symptoms, 
although experts advocate 
regular vaccination to reduce 
the level of viremia should a 
horse acquire the virus. Horses 
with reduced viremia do not 
transmit the disease to others 
as easily as those carrying a 
heavy viral load. However, vac¬ 


cinating horses who have been 
exposed to EHV-1 is a risk fac¬ 
tor, and this especially is where 
Zylexis can help by stimulating 
the horse’s immune system. 

SARCOIDS 

Sarcoids are the most com¬ 
mon type of skin tumors in 
horses. Although non-cancer- 
ous, they can be proliferative. 
Sarcoids often occur where 
the horse must wear tack, so 
besides being unsightly, they 
often interfere with perfor¬ 
mance. 

The wart-like variety often is 
rubbed open by the horse, and 
flies invade the open wound. 
Not only can this lead to infec¬ 
tion, but the bovine papillo¬ 
mavirus that causes sarcoids is 
spread by flies, from animal to 
animal, or from one site on an 
animal to another site on the 
same animal. So other animals 
in the same paddock may be 
at risk. 

Sarcoids are tough to elimi¬ 
nate. “We don’t like to do sur¬ 
gery for sarcoids because it just 
seems to make them ‘angry,’” 
said Nathan Slovis, DVM, a 
clinician at Hagyard Equine 
Medical Institute who is board- 
certified in internal medicine. 
“They become very aggressive 
and usually grow back bigger.” 

Researchers believe papil¬ 
lomavirus is widespread in the 
tissue surrounding the sarcoids, 
so for surgery to be successful, 
it would be necessary to excise 
a large area of skin around the 
perimeter of the sarcoids, and 
the potential for complications 
outweighs the benefits. 

Tumors present a particu¬ 
lar problem for the immune 
system. Some organisms that 
cause tumors invade cells and 
take up residence within them. 
The immune system may only 
recognize the cells as part of 
the body and not detect the 
enemy within. So it will not 
mount an attack against the 
cells. 

Bioniche has developed an 
immunomodulator for treat¬ 
ment of sarcoids -Regressin. 


“Regressin actually turns 
on the immune system to kill 
[mmor] cells,” Hocksley said. 

Instead of administer¬ 
ing Regressin systemically, 
the area around the tumor is 
anesthetized and Regressin is 
injected directly into it. When 
the immune system attacks the 
sarcoid, it causes the tumor 
to swell slightly and begin to 
drain as it destroys the cells. 
Typically, treatment consists of 
about four injections over the 
course of several weeks. 

TYPICAL TREATMENT 

Immunomodulators can be 
used as a stand-alone treatment, 
especially where antibiotics are 
of no use, such as in fighting 
viruses, or they can be coupled 
with antibiotics to shorten the 
course of the antibiotic therapy. 
They also are becoming more 
popular as a preventive to for¬ 
tify the immune system before 
a horse is exposed to a health 
challenge, such as the stress 
of long-distance transport or 
participation in an event where 
lots of horses congregate. 

In certain situations, Davis 
said it is prudent to perform 
blood work on the horse to 
determine the status of his 
immune response before 
administering an immunomod¬ 
ulator. 

“If it is a horse that is get¬ 
ting ready to travel across the 
country and it is apparently 
healthy, it is probably very rea¬ 
sonable to go ahead and initi¬ 
ate the immunostimulant ther¬ 
apy without relying on blood 
work,” Davis said. “But if it is 
a horse that is sick, absolutely, I 
would want to do some blood 
work beforehand.” 

Immunomodulators are 
administered intravenously or 
intramuscularly, depending 
upon the product directions, 
and typically in a course of 
three doses, with weekly fol¬ 
low-up injections for a short 
period of time if the veterinar¬ 
ian believes they are necessary. 
Expect to pay between $75 and 
$200 for a course of treatment, 
depending upon its duration.^

IPs rare that a 12-time win¬ 
ner of more than $600,000 gets 
overshadowed in a Maryland 
stable, but for most of her 
career Lexi Star got second call 
in Chris Grove's barn at the 
Bowie Training Center. That's 
because Grove trained million¬ 
aire and two-time Maryland- 
bred champion Silmaril, who 
had a dozen stakes wins to her 
credit.

Owned and bred by Stephen 
Quick, who campaigned Sil¬ 
maril as a homebred in partner¬ 
ship with Christopher Feifarek, 
Lexi Star completed her career 
with an allowance win on 
November 12. Ridden by J.D. 
Acosta, she rallied from sixth in 
the field of seven, finishing the 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:44.75. 

“It was nice to see her go 
out with a win; that meant a lot. 
But it's tough to retire both of 
them in the same year," com¬ 
mented Grove, who said good¬ 
bye to Silmaril in January. “I'm 
proud that we got both of them 
to realize their potential; with 
stakes horses it’s fun to have a 
game plan. You’re always look¬ 
ing for what's coming around 
the corner. You knew walking 


in the paddock that everybody's 
gunning for you. It's pressure, 
but it's there for a reason." 

Lexi Star, a daughter of 
Crypto Star closely related to 
Silmaril, completed her career 
with earnings of $605,424 from 
29 starts. At 6 last season, she 
had three wins from seven 
starts, including a second 
straight Geisha victory, and 
placed in two Grade 2 stakes. 

Lexi Star is booked for 
breeding to Tapit in 2009. 

Harry and Tom Meyerhoff's 
Eternal Star profited from 
a perfecdy written allow¬ 
ance on November 27, taking 
the $40,000 six-furlong dash 
by three and three-quarters 
lengths over recent stakes win¬ 
ners Lycurgus and Celtic Innis. 
Trained by Michael Trombetta, 
Eternal Star slipped through 
the conditions by a day and 
slipped past his five rivals by 
daylight. 

Winner of two stakes last 
summer and second in the 
Sport Page Handicap-G3 at 


Belmont Park in his previous 
start, Eternal Star improved 
his career record to 9-for-17 
and $457,880 in earnings with 
a stellar 4-year-old campaign 
which included an effort in 
Grade 1 company. Trombetta's 
go-to guy, Julian Pimentel, rode 
the son of Five Star Day.

Best Friend won for the fifth 
time in his last six starts when 
he took a $5,000 claimer on 
November 26.

T he 40-day Meadowlands 
meet concluded on Nov¬ 
ember 15 with titles going 
to owners Repole Stable 
and Eddie Broome (10 wins 
apiece), trainer Jason Servis 
(20 wins) and jockey Jose 
Lezcano (51 wins). 

Repole Stable is the owner¬ 
ship moniker of Mike Repole, 
president and founder of Gla- 
ceau, which makes Vitamin- 
water and Smartwater. This tide 
will go with the one he cap¬ 
tured at the 2008 Monmouth 
meet. Broome now has four 
owner and trainer tides to his 
credit. 

Servis won his third tide 
in four years. His long roster 
of talented New Jersey-breds, 
normally with conditions to 
fill, has catapulted him to the 
top. Servis also sent out for¬ 
mer $30,000 claimer American 
Border to upset the Grade 3 
Violet Stakes. Broome tied 
Ben Perkins Jr. as runner-up 
in the trainers' standings with 
15 wins. Bruce Levine (13), 
Monmouth's leading trainer, 
and Richard Dutrow (10) fol¬ 
lowed. 

Lezcano continued his 
momentum from Monmouth, 
where he unseated longtime 
champion Joe Bravo for his 
first tiding crown. In this rid¬ 
ing competition, Lezcano led 
all the way. The 23-year-old 


Panamanian rider also won the 
2006 title. Veteran rider Chuck 
Lopez, who returned from a 
fractured heel at the conclu¬ 
sion of the Monmouth meet, 
showed no signs of rust, as he 
finished second in the standings 
with 42 wins. Eddie Castro fol¬ 
lowed with 33 wins, and Daniel 
Centeno (22) and Bravo (21) 
completed the top five. 


The Meadowlands showed 
gains in total handle and 
attendance at the end of the 
meet, which spanned six cards 
a week from September 15 to 
November 15. Total common 
pool handle was $62,940,501 
versus $60,127,478 for 41 days 
in 2007. Average daily handle 
rose 7.3 percent. Daily atten¬ 
dance averaged 3,556, which 


but made the 10th start count, 
picking up $15,960 in the pro¬ 
cess. Ufa 


was 13 percent higher than the 
3,137 clip in 2007. 

The track will extend its 
meet to December 5 next year; 
although it will start around 
the same time. Racing will be 
conducted for 47 days on a 
five-day-a-week schedule. 

It was rather poetic that 
Hotstufanthensome, at age 
8 the oldest runner in the field, 
won the $60,000 John Henry 
Stakes at the Meadowlands on 
November 1. 

Hotstufanthensome, a five- 
year veteran of New Jersey 
racing, won the 11-furlong 
turf race by six lengths. In his 
final race, at age 9 in 1984, 
John Henry won the Ballantine 
Scotch Classic Handicap over 
the same course and distance. 

Of course, nobody will con¬ 
fuse the two horses. But the 
longevity and consistency of 
Hotstufanthensome's career is 
noteworthy. The way he won 
the John Henry was reminis¬ 
cent of his smashing 14-length 
victory in the Cliff Hanger 
Stakes-G3 here three years ear- 
tier. His margin of victory in 
the John Henry is only eclipsed 
by that earlier performance. 

“He had a tittle bit of an 
experience edge over the others 
and I think it showed through 
the lane," said his trainer, Ben 
Perkins Jr. “He's a classy old 
horse." 

Hotstufanthensome made 
his first start for Perkins in the 
John Henry. He spent time in 
three barns in 2008—first, with 
his longtime trainer, Norman 
Pointer, and then Terri Pompay, 
who claimed him for $62,500 
from Pointer at Gulfstream in 
January. Donny Carroll, who 
races as Main Street Stable, 
owns the gelding and made 
the switch from Pompay to 
Perkins.

Six horses went to post in 
the John Henry, which had 
three scratches. With Joe Bravo 
aboard, Hotstufanthensome 
broke sharply and tracked 
pacesetter Fagedaboudit Sal. 
They seized command after a 
mile, shrugged off slight favor¬ 
ite Picou at the top of the lane, 
and exploded home in 2:16.42 
over a turf course rated good. 

The John Henry elevated 
Hotstufanthensome’s earnings 
to $720,320. It was his fifth 
stakes victory, two of which 
are graded.

Judiths Wild 
Rush finished second and Real 
Merchant (Chi) took third. 
Cuba, the 4-5 favorite, finished 
fifth of six. 

Get Serious, a New York- 
bred gelding, earned his first 


stakes victory for owners 
Hampshire Farms and Jacques 
J. Moore. He is trained by Pat 
McBurney, but in the Alysheba 
raced under the name of John 
Forbes, McBurney’s mentor 
and former boss. Forbes said 
Equibase carried over his name 
as trainer from Get Serious’s 
previous start at Aqueduct. 

Get Serious started his 
career with quite a stir, fin¬ 
ishing second in the $150,000 
Long Branch in only his third 
career start at 3 in 2007. Last 
year he went winless over 11 
months and nine starts until 
July. That victory came on turf, 
and he has shown he can win 
on both surfaces. It will be an 
added weapon when he returns 
this year.

Porter liked Rockport 
Harbor so much that he went 
to $525,000 at the 2007 Keene - 
land September Yearling sale to 
purchase his full sister. Named 
Song of Solomon, the dark 
bay or brown filly debuted at 
Delaware Park on November 2 
in a six-furlong sprint, showing 
speed before fading to third. 

Adding Lasix and stretch¬ 
ing out on November 22 at 
Philadelphia Park, Song of 
Solomon resembled her big 
brother, drawing away from a 


group of high-priced juvenile 
fillies to win by 13% lengths. 

Under jockey David Cohen 
for trainer Jeff Barkley (who 
took over the majority of the 
training duties for Fox Hill 
upon the retirement announce¬ 
ment of Larry Jones), Song of 
Solomon prompted the lead 
two-wide, then drew off smart¬ 
ly in a time of 1:47.98 for the 
mile and a sixteenth. 

The runner-up was Chatter- 
town, a daughter of Speights- 
town purchased for $250,000 
at last year’s Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s March 2-year- 
olds in training sale. Finishing 
fifth was the Giant’s Causeway 
filly Celtic Cross, a $500,000 
Keeneland yearling purchase 
for her owner, the Brushwood 
Stable of Elizabeth Moran. 
Another also-ran was Atalaya 
(by Indian Charlie), a $245,000 
Saratoga graduate. 


As a $700,000 purchase at 
last year’s Fasig-Tipton Florida 
sale of 2-year-olds in training, 
Celestial Diamond inspired 
shining hopes. But the Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred son of Malibu 
Moon was anything but bril¬ 
liant at first. In his first three 
starts for West Point Thor¬ 
oughbreds, he was beaten a 
total of 49 lengths. 

Celestial Diamond showed 
speed in a maiden special 
weight at Philadelphia Park 
on October 14, but faded to 
fifth. He was then transferred 
from the barn of New York- 
based Kiaran McLaughlin 
to Guadalupe Preciado. On 
November 23, under jockey 
Roberto Alvarado Jr., Celestial 
Diamond picked his way 
through a bulky 12-horse field 
to break his maiden by a neck in 
a six and a half-furlong race for 
state-breds, earning $35,280.

DELAWARE

he 2008 Delaware Park 
season had many high 
points, but will most likely 
be remembered by horsemen 
and horseplayers as offering 
short fields, fewer races per day, 
and lower purses, with con¬ 
tinued instability in the racing 
office. 

Handle, both on-track and 
simulcast, was down signifi¬ 
cantly. 

On-track wagering on live 
racing totaled $11,915,673, a 
drop of 17.36 percent from 
2007. All-sources wagering on 
Delaware Park races (live on- 
track and simulcast-out) totaled 
$165,833,568, a decrease of 
22.06 percent. 

The track dropped purses 
to an average of $160,000 the 
last two months of the meet. 
But overall, purses averaged 
$241,073 per day throughout 
the 136-day stand, about the 
same as in 2007. 

On November 11, the 
track’s closing day, Delaware 
Park offered eight races with 
purses of just $138,700. 


“There were plenty of bright 
spots, including the weekend of 
the Delaware Handicap [July 12 
and 13],” noted John Mooney, 
the track’s executive direc¬ 
tor of Thoroughbred racing. 
“Also, the Delaware Certified 
Program is doing really well, 
and for the most part we car¬ 
ried a full barn area.” 

Racing secretary Izzy Trejo 
resigned in late September, and 
Mooney named Jerome Doro 
interim racing secretary for 
the remainder of the season. 
Trejo was the fourth racing 
secretary in less than 10 years 
at Delaware, following Sam 
Abbey, James Beem and Chris 
Warren. 

Scott Lake led all train¬ 
ers and Ramon Dominguez 
was the leading jockey for the 
meet. 

Lake finished 16 wins in 
front of Larry Jones, with a 
record of 84-74-42 from 
311 starts, and earnings of 
$1,725,843. Jones complet¬ 
ed the season with a record 
of 68-35-48 and earnings of 
$2,496,914 from 241 starts. 

Dominguez finished far 
ahead of runner-up Joe Rocco 
Jr., 133 wins versus 92. It was 
his fifth consecutive year cap¬ 
turing the Delaware riding tide. 
From 416 starts, Dominguez 
also had 73 seconds and 69 
thirds, and $3,654,065 in earn¬ 
ings. 

Injured during the running 
of the Nick Shuk Memorial 
Stakes in August, Anna Naprav- 
nik at that time held second 
place in the Delaware jockeys’ 


standings. She was sidelined 
until early November, but her 
numbers (66 wins and earn¬ 
ings of $1,885,860) were good 
enough to place her sixth at 
season’s end. 

Trainer Larry Jones unveiled 
another talented 2-year-old for 
the Fox Hill Farms of owner 
Rick Porter. On November 3, 
Old Fashioned won his sec¬ 
ond race from as many starts 


when he captured a $43,760 
allowance race at one mile by an 
impressive 15% lengths under 
jockey Terry Thompson. 

Purchased by Porter for 
$800,000 at the 2007 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale, Old 
Fashioned broke his maid¬ 
en at Delaware on October 
6. Adding Lasix for the first 
time next out, the gray son of 
Unbridled’s Song fought his 
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way out of tight quarters early, 
then spurted clear to win for 
fun in 1:37.35. 

“He ran a blowout, spectac¬ 
ular race,” said Porter. “He got 
a 96 Beyer [speed figure] and a 
5 Ragozin [number]. ” 

Old Fashioned’s dam is 
the graded stakes winner and 
Grade 1-placed Collect Call, a 
daughter of Meadowlake. He 
hails from the family of graded 
stakes winner and sire French 
Deputy. 

The last allowance race of 
the 2008 season was contested 
on November 10. The juvenile 
test, at six furlongs, followed 
a one-mile, 70-yard maiden 
special weight, also for 2-year- 
olds. 

A mix of promising young¬ 
sters from across the Mid- 
Atlantic region contested the 
$38,000 allowance; of the six 
entrants, they had last started 
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Eddie Woods is no stranger to success and greatness. The Ireland native contin¬ 
ues to awe the masses with the talent he produces at his modest, 250 acre facility 
located in Ocala, Florida. Woods'graduates consistendy impress the horse racing 
industry. His knack at pinhooking competitive yearlings has gone unfaultered, 
just as his choice in equine supplements.

When the dust settled, it 
was the locally based Ask Joe, 
owned by Puglisi Racing LLC 
and trained by Steve Klesaris, 
who scored by a length and a 
quarter over Lawrence Murray- 
trained Ready to Cruise. 

Under Rafael Mojica Jr., Ask 
Joe prompted the pace outside 
of Jess Not Jesse through the 
first half mile, then ran down 
that rival in deep stretch and 
scooted away to a handy vic¬ 
tory in 1:11.65. 

Ask Joe, a son of Najran 
out of Heavenly Halo, by 
Grindstone, was bred by 
Columbiana Farm in Kentucky. 
He was purchased by Puglisi 
Racing for $42,000 at last year's 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 


sale of 2-year-olds in training, 
and he now has a record of 
two wins from three starts, all 
at Delaware Park, for earnings 
of $55,050. 

Prior to his allowance win, 
Ask Joe was third in the mile 
and a sixteenth Dover Stakes 
after gaining the lead. He broke 
his maiden at six furlongs on 
September 21. 

The maiden race, worth 
$25,920 to the winner, went 
to Fox Hill Farm's Magical- 
carp etride, who rebounded 
from a seventh-place finish 
in her debut at Delaware on 
October 4 to lead almost all 
the way under jockey Terry 
Thompson. 

Trained by Larry Jones, 
the daughter of Smart Strike 
out of Catch the Moment, by 


Unbridled, dueled three-wide 
with Michael Matz-trained 
Aquitaine through the first six 
furlongs, then shook clear and 
opened up a two-length lead in 
upper stretch. Though her legs 
grew weary, Magicalcarpetride 
dug down and held off hard- 
charging What a Smile to win 
by a nose in 1:45.08. 

Magicalcarpetride was pur¬ 
chased by Fox Hill owner Rick 
Porter for $220,000 at the 2007 
Saratoga Yearling sale. She's 
now won $26,220. 

On November 5, the Dela¬ 
ware Thoroughbred Racing 
Commission upheld a seven- 
day suspension and $500 fine 
issued by Delaware Park stew¬ 
ards to trainer Larry Jones, 
denying his appeal of a positive 


clenbuterol test for the horse 
Stones River. 

Stones River, owned by 
the Two Bucks Stable of Jim 
Squires, tested positive follow¬ 
ing an allowance win on June 
8. Delaware state racing regula¬ 
tions prohibit the administra¬ 
tion of the drug within 72 
hours of a race. 

Jones and Squires contend 
that Stones River was not given 
clenbuterol; Squires questioned 
the timing of the positive, 
which was announced two days 
before he was to appear before 
a Congressional hearing on the 
horse industry. 

The positive was the first 
Jones has been charged with 
during his 25-year training 
career. W

R enpher Stable's Our 
Khrysty has indicated 
that she may be some¬ 
thing special, with three wins 
from four starts, highlighted 
by a length and a half score 
in the $55,000 Alison McClay 
Overnight Stakes for 2-year-old 
fillies on November 14. 

For Renpher owners Bob 
and Valerie Oliva her story is 
bittersweet. The Olivas named 
the filly after her one-time 
groom, Khrystina Bixa, who 
was the victim of a murder/ 
suicide by her boyfriend last 
June. 


The Olivas had taken Bixa 
under their wing, and were 
aware that she was living in a 
troubled domestic situation. 

“She was always smiling 
and happy,” said Oliva. “She 
became a good friend of ours, 
and we tried to help her out 
any way we could. We thought 
her life was moving in the right 
direction.” 

A month before her death, 
Bixa began rubbing a chestnut 


filly by Newfoundland whom 
Renpher Stable had purchased 
for $25,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May sale of 2-year- 
olds in training and turned over 
to trainer Lester Stickler Jr. 

“She was my top pick of 
the sale,” said Bob Oliva. “She 
had the looks, the workout, the 
pedigree, and I knew this was 
the horse I wanted.” 

The Olivas submitted a 
name for the filly soon after 


the sale, but several days after 
Bixa's death they were noti¬ 
fied that the name had been 
rejected. 

“We had to come up with a 
new one, and we thought — what 
better way to honor Khrystina's 
memory than to name the filly 
after her,” Oliva said. 

Hugs and tears flowed freely 
among the large crowd assem¬ 
bled in the winner's circle after 
Our Khrysty's victory in the 
Alison McClay. Kathy Aviles, 
^ Bixa's mother, was there, as 
| were her grandmother and 
I great-grandmother, and several 
g of the 14 partners who make 
up the Our Khrysty partner¬ 
ship through Renpher Stable. 
The Olivas and their children 
were also present. 

“After the race, I swore I 
wasn't going to cry, but we did 
a lot of crying. . . and still do,” 
said Oliva. “I have such a feel¬ 
ing of fulfillment giving this 
filly Khrystina's name, and I'm 
so thankful Khrystina's mother 
now has a little link to her 
daughter.” 

Out of the stakes-placed 
Carson City mare The Hess 
Express, Our Khrysty was bred 
in Kentucky by Brad Anderson. 
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She earned $34,080 in the 
stakes to increase her lifetime 
earnings to $74,420. 

Oliva said they received a 
“substantial” offer for Our 
Khrysty right before her 
McClay victory, but the major¬ 
ity of partners decided not to 
sell her. 

Two $75,000 stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred juveniles at 
six furlongs topped the card of 
November 6. 

The first, the High Yield 
Stakes, was won by The Elk- 
stone Group LLC's homebred 
Officer Ipod, a son of Officer 
who had been knocking on the 
door in graded stakes company 
for most of the summer. 

Trained by Anthony Dutrow 
and ridden by Joe Rocco Jr., the 
gray won the High Yield by one 
and three-quarters lengths over 
Moonlite Ride, with Maryland 
Million Nursery winner Juke 


Joint three lengths back in 
third. The time was 1:14.01. 

Prior to the High Yield, 
Officer Ipod was second in 
the Grade 2 Sanford Stakes at 
Saratoga behind Darley Stable's 
Desert Party. Finishing third 
in the Sanford was eventual 
Champagne Stakes-G1 winner 
Vineyard Haven. Officer Ipod 
was also second in the Grade 
2 Sapling Stakes at Monmouth 
Park behind the Todd Pletcher- 
trained Silent Valor. 

In his first five starts, Officer 
Ipod recorded two wins and 
two seconds, for earnings of 
$136,050. 

One race earlier, the Blue 
Mountain Juvenile for fillies 
was taken by B.P Reid Stable's 
Glorious Smile, a daughter of 
Honour and Glory. 

A $9,000 purchase at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, the 


bay scored by nearly three 
lengths over Steve Asmussen- 
trained Sky Haven, with First 
Class Fever seven and a quarter 
lengths back in third. The time 
was 1:12.19. 

Glorious Smile was ridden 
by Jose Flores for Philadelphia 
Park-based trainer Robert E. 
(Butch) Reid. 

The victory was the first 
of Glorious Smile's career. 
Previously, she had been sec¬ 
ond twice. She earned $45,000, 
to increase her earnings to 
$62,360. 

Glorious Smile (out of 
Contagious Smile, by Halo) 
comes from an accomplished 
family. Her second dam, Will- 
assert (by Assert-Ire), is a full 
sister to Grade 1 winner Willa 
On the Move and half-sister 
to Travers Stakes-G1 winner 
Will's Way and leading Mid- 
Atlantic sire Citidancer. 


Mike McCarthy, a former 
leading jockey at Delaware 
Park, is slowly making a name 
for himself as a trainer. Among 
his clients is the ever-power- 
ful Jayeff B Stable of Richard 
Santulli and George Prussin. 
McCarthy saddled Jayeff B's 
3-year-old filly April Fooler 
to an allowance victory on 
November 22. 

Purchased by Jayeff B for 
$260,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July yearling sale, the 
daughter of Distorted Humor 
came from nearly the back of 
a nine-horse field to take the 
$23,255 six-furlong test for fil¬ 
lies and mares by three and 
a half lengths under jockey 
Edwin Rivera in 1:12.43. Her 
previous effort was a sev¬ 
enth-place finish in an allow¬ 
ance at Philadelphia Park on 
November 11. ^ 


RUSSELL ROAD 
LEAVES HIS 
CHARLES TOWN

W est Virginia-bred phe- 
nom Russell Road cap¬ 
tured both of Charles 
Town's coveted year-end prizes 
for 2-year-olds —the Tri-State 
Futurity (on November 8) 
and West Virginia Futurity 
(November 29)—by a com¬ 
bined margin of 16% lengths. 

His trainer, James W. Casey 
(who maybe only slightly biased), 
has been training horses at 


Charles Town since 1963, and 
he said in all that time he's 
never seen a 2-year-old to top 
this one. 

“He does it so easy,” said 
Casey. “It's not just my opin¬ 
ion-a lot of people around 
here are saying the same 
thing.” 

Russell Road completed 
each of the seven-furlong futu¬ 
rities in 1:26 and change, a time 
considered outstanding for a 
2-year-old at this track. 

Owned by Mark Russell, 
Russell Road was purchased pri¬ 
vately from his breeder, Robert 
Lloyd of Berryville, Va., who 
has bred four odier Charles 
Town stakes performers from 
Russell Road's dam, Roberta 
Grump (by Verification). 

All of Roberta Grump's 
other standouts, including 
$333,807-earner Shesagrump- 
too, a just-turned 6-year-old 
daughter of Luftikus, have 
been female. 

Russell Road, the anointed 
son, is likely to be nominated 
to the Triple Crown and aimed 
for the Preakness. He is by 


the Alydar stallion Wheaton, a 
half-brother to Storm Cat who 
stood in Pennsylvania before 
his death in 2006. 

A winner of five straight, 
Russell Road has earned 
$202,530. 

O'Sullivan Farms's home¬ 
bred Julie B notched her 
10th career stakes victory in 
the My Sister Pearl Stakes on 
November 15. 

The daughter of deceased 
home stallion Eastover Court 
has earned $803,157 over four 
years of competition while fin¬ 
ishing out of the money only 
five times in 25 career starts. 

The My Sister Pearl, for 
accredited West Virginia-bred 
fillies and mares, followed a 
winning performance in the 
$500,000 “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic, on West Virginia Breed¬ 
ers Classics night, October 18. 

Five other 2008 Breeders 
Classics contenders, including 
Distaff winner Cedar Run's 
Emblem, tested Julie B in the 
My Sister Pearl. But the runner- 
up was a filly who did not 
start on Classics night-Carey 


Miller's accomplished Saxet 
Heights, racing as a 3-year-old 
against older rivals. 

Russell Road's half-sisters 
Natures Annuity and Shes- 
agrumptoo finished third and 
fifth, respectively, in the My 
Sister Pearl, while Cedar Run's 
Emblem was last. 

This was not expected to 
be a finale for Julie B, who is 
trained by George Yetsook. If 
her form continues, she'll pass 
the $1 million mark as a 6-year- 
old this year. 

The venerable Donald’s 
Pride, at age 8 the oldest run¬ 
ner in the nine-horse field, 
made off with the inaugural edi¬ 
tion of the mile and an eighth 
$50,000-added A Huevo Stakes 
for accredited West Virginia- 
breds on November 22. 

Also a stakes winner at 3,

ance contest. Saxet Heights was 
third. 

It was the seventh win in 15 
career starts for the now 4-year- 
old daughter of Whywhywhy, 
and the $22,800 winner’s share 
of the purse boosted her earn¬ 
ings to $242,330. 

Missacity Luke, a hard- 
trying Malibu Moon gelding 
who won three in a row before 
missing by a nose (to Rhythmic 
Moves) as odds-on favorite in 
the October 18 Dash for Cash 
Breeders Classic, made an eye¬ 
popping drop in class in his 
return—for a $16,000 claiming 
tag on November 30. 

There were no takers. But 
predictably Missacity Luke out¬ 
classed his rivals, leading all the 
way to a five and three-quarter 
length score under regular rider 
Gerald Almodovar. His final 
four and a half-furlong time, 


:51.36 over a sloppy track, 
missed the track record by only 
a second. 

Missacity Luke, who turned 
8 on January 1, rose to prom¬ 
inence in 2007 after trainer 
Keisy Cartagena claimed him 
for $6,000 and was most 
impressive when taking the 
2007 running of the Dash for 
Cash Breeders Classic. He has 
made his last four starts for 
owner Keri Conner and trainer 
Gary Dunlevy. 

Trainer Gary Capuano, 
who made headlines at Charles 
Town in 2008 with Breeders 
Classic star Ghostly Thunder, 
will never forget his first good 
runner—Silver Tango, a daugh¬ 
ter of Silver Badge who won 
10 stakes and placed in graded 
company in die early 1990s. 
Other members of the family 
help to keep those memories 
alive. 

Capuano sent out Non Stop 
Stable’s No Body’s Son, by 
West Virginia sire Run Soffiy, 
to win a maiden special weight 
as a 3-year-old on November 
26. The colt, bred in the name 
of Capuano’s aunt, Christine 
Capuano, is out of the Roo Art 
mare Tango’s Dancer, whose 
dam, Royal Cool (by The Cool 
Virginian), was a half-sister to 
Silver Tango. 

No Body’s Son carried a 
feathery 110 pounds, thanks 
to a 10-pound break in the 
weights accorded to his jock¬ 
ey, apprentice Carlos Garcia. 
There was no particular story 
behind the rider, according to 
Capuano: “He rides pretty well, 
and he hasn’t been on a lot of 
live horses. I thought I’d give 
him a chance.” 

Winners can come from 
anywhere, as was clearly illus¬ 
trated by the first three races 
on the November 20 card—all 
maiden events for 2-year-olds. 

The first race, a seven-fur¬ 
long maiden special weight, 
showcased a seven and a quar¬ 
ter-length victory by Inforatag 
Racing Stable X LLC’s Paid 
Preview, a Speightstown colt 
who sold as a weanling for 


$140,000 at the 2006 Keeneland 
November sale. 

Next, trainer Gerasim os 
Moschonas unleashed his 
own Passion Glory, a Purple 
Passion filly sold for $1,100 as 
a yearling at the Charles Town 
Thoroughbred Horse Sales 
September 2007 auction, to 
score at longest odds of 58-1, 
defeating eight rivals while run¬ 
ning for a $25,000 claiming tag 
at six and a half furlongs. 

A Keeneland bargain 
rounded out the trio in a six 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight. Lil Bright Berry 
(by Bright Launch), who also 
went through the ring as a 
weanling but brought only 
$1,700, accounted for the vic¬ 
tory for owner/trainer Timothy 
Collins. 

The first foal from the 
good Maryland-bred race mare 
For Rubies broke his maiden 
in his first career start as a 
3-year-old on November 16. 
Native Playboy, a gelded son 
of Distorted Humor, scored 
by four and a half lengths for 
owner David Ross and trainer 
Michael Pino. 

For Rubies (by Not For 
Love) won or placed in nine 
stakes, including a victory in 
the Grade 3 Chicago Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap, earning 
$354,743. At the conclusion 
of her racing career, in 2004, 
Virginia-based Audley Farm 
bought her for $475,000 at the 
Keeneland November sale. 

Native Playboy, bred by 
Audley, sold for $60,000 at the 
2006 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

Fall meet statistics (Octo¬ 
ber 1 through December 2) 
showed Jeff Bunco with a 
wide lead among trainers. His 
106 starts resulted in 28 wins, 
23 seconds and 11 thirds, for 
earnings of $413,050. Ronney 
Brown was second with stats 
of 70-12-6-11 and $131,235. 
Third-ranked Stephanie 
Beattie won with a dazzling 
44 percent of her starts (12 
wins from 27 starts). 0

“Rookie” 

trainer 

Amy 

Tarrant 

finds age 

is no 

barrier

A t an age when many 
people are considering 
retirement, Amy Tarrant 
launched into a career as an 
owner/trainer on the tough 
New Jersey/Florida circuit. 
And the horses have done their 
part to keep her running. 

Tarrant, 65, celebrated her 
first graded stakes win as a train¬ 
er when her Kiss the Kid cap¬ 
tured the Grade 3 Cliff Hanger 
Stakes at the Meadowlands in 
October. 

It’s a far cry from Tarrant’s 
earlier years as a socialite and 
philanthropist in her lifelong 
hometown of Burlington, Vt. 

Just out of college, she mar¬ 
ried Richard Tarrant, and they 
had five children (the grown kids 
are now her biggest fans, she 
says, watching her horses’ races 
on the Internet or in person). 

Richard and Amy Tarrant 
lived a high-profile life. A busi¬ 
nessman and politician, Richard 
co-founded IDX Systems 
Corporation, a data processing 
service for the medical industry 



that was bought out by General 
Electric in 2005. He was also 
the Republican nominee in 
Vermont’s 2006 U.S. Senate 
race, which he lost to Bernie 
Sanders. 

Ten years ago, after 33 
years of marriage, the couple 
went through a “complicated” 
divorce, and Amy sought a 


change of pace in the show 
horse world. She purchased two 
off-the-track Thoroughbreds 
and hired Jeff Garen, a show 
horse trainer in Vermont, to 
teach her how to ride. 

Although she knew little 
about Thoroughbred horse 
racing, it was even then in the 
back of her mind. 


Two years later, Tarrant 
made a fateful move, purchas¬ 
ing an 18-acre farm in Reddick, 
Fla., just north of Ocala. Garen 
became her farm manager, a 
position he still holds. Next, 
she purchased nearly a dozen 
race-ready 2-year-olds from 
various auctions on the advice 
of her first trainer, Ron Taylor. 
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Success came with her 
first purchase-Bold World, a 
daughter of Fortunate Prospect 
whom she bought for $475,000 
at the 2001 Ocala Breeders' 
Sales Company's April 2-year- 
olds in training sale. 

At 2 and 3, Bold World won 
a total of seven stakes, includ¬ 
ing Calder's Grade 3 Azalea 
Breeders' Cup Stakes, earning 
$376,710. 

Tarrant was hooked. 

(As an aside: Bold World, 
sold by Tarrant at the 2002 
Keeneland November sale for 
$180,000, made headlines most 
recendy as the dam of Bold 
Union, who won last year's 
Astoria Stakes for New Jersey- 
based trainer Kelly Breen and 
owners George and Lori Hall.) 

Near the end of 2002, Tar¬ 
rant parted ways with Taylor. 
Rather than find a new trainer, 
she decided to take on those 
dudes herself. 

“I wasn't confident at all,” 
says Tarrant, who had 30 horses 
in her barn at Monmouth Park 
last summer, “but I was watch¬ 
ing like a hawk and soaking it 
up like a sponge.” Still, she 
admits, she was terrified. 

“I'm learning every day and 
it's fabulous,” she continues. 
“But it's not rocket science. 
You just to have watch the 
horses and they'll practically 
speak English.” 

Although she was a rookie, 
it barely showed. 

Tarrant, who races as 
Hardacre Farm, purchased an 
Unbridled’s Song filly, Habi- 
boo, for $210,000 at the 2002 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale, and ultimately sent her 
out to place in four stakes, 
including a second in the First 
Flight Handicap-G2 and third 
in the Monmouth Breeders' 
Cup Oaks-G2. 

But the best was yet to 
come. At Keeneland September 
in 2003, Tarrant nabbed Indy 
Wind, a son of A.P. Indy out 
of Zagora, by Kingmambo, for 
$150,000. Indy Wind became 
a fan favorite while winning 
from the clouds in his first start 
in 2005, and he remained the 


star of Tarrant's barn until his 
retirement last fall. 

Injuries frequently inter¬ 
rupted Indy Wind's career, but 
in several Monmouth stakes, 
such as the Skip Away and 
Frisk Me Now in 2007, he was 
simply dazzling. He never earned 
the elusive graded stakes victory 
that Tarrant hoped for, but he 
has five stakes wins to his cred¬ 
it, as well as two graded plac- 
ings and earnings of $392,900. 

When she describes her 
horses, Tarrant expresses great 
affection—not surprising since 
she owns and trains them all, 
and four years ago made the 
decision to begin racing exclu¬ 
sively homebreds. So it was bit¬ 
tersweet for Tarrant when Indy 
Wind joined the stallion roster 
at Journeyman Stud in Ocala in 
mid-N ovember. 

“I loved him,” she says. “I 
had him since he was a baby. 
Indy gave us a lot of thrills.” 

Indy Wind will stand as the 
property of Tarrant, and be 
offered at a fee of $2,500 live 
foal. Tarrant, who does not 
own interests in any other stal¬ 
lions, intends to send seven 
of her own mares to him next 
year. 

While Indy Wind once 
occupied die stall next to Tar¬ 
rant's office, at Monmouth or 
Gulfs tream Park, he will only 
be 15 minutes away from her 
farm. Two days after he began 
his new career, Tarrant visited 
him with a batch of carrots. 

Six-year-old Kiss the Kid 
(by Lemon Drop Kid) is 


expected to carry the stable's 
banner in 2009. Tarrant bought 
him for $270,000 at Keeneland 
September in 2004 and he has 
earned $474,767 to date. A 
stakes winner at 4, Kiss the 
Kid has six stakes placings to 
his credit, five in graded races, 
including a third in the Donn 
Handicap-Gl. 

Before winning the Cliff 
Hanger, Kiss the Kid finished 
last in the $500,000 Monmouth 
Stakes-the grass stakes cre¬ 
ated for Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness winner Big Brown 
on September 13. 

Tarrant tossed Kiss die 
Kid's performance because she 
said he was washed out before 
the race; he baked in the sun 
for 35 minutes, in front of 
the huge crowd, as Big Brown 
slowly walked to the paddock. 

Kiss the Kid had never 
acted like that before. So, with 
confidence, Tarrant sent him 
out in the Cliff Hanger. 

“It's just another example of 
speaking English,” Tarrant says. 
“It's not rocket science-just 
watching them, if you know 
your horses well.” 

In February 2005, Tarrant 
bought a new farm-158 acres 
bordering West State Road 40 
in Ocala, which was a portion 
of the Nelson Jones Farms 
and Training Center. She has 
a 99-year agreement to use its 
race track. The purchase price 
as recorded with the county 
was $3.4 million. The front part 
of her farm includes the pri¬ 
mary home and barn/stallion 


complex of legendary breeder 
and owner Fred W. Hooper. 
Her broodmares and young 
horses occupy Hooper's large 
barns, and she has a shedrow 
in the rear of the farm for her 
horses in training. 

Tarrant bred her first two 
horses in 2005, and one of 
them, Harbor Ridge, broke his 
maiden last June. She currently 
has 11 broodmares, although 
in 2009 that number may rise 
or fall, with some older mares 
being pensioned and younger 
stock retired from the track. 
None of her broodmares is 
from auction; they are all for¬ 
mer Hardacre runners. Tarrant 
expects to bring five home¬ 
bred 2-year-olds to the races 
in 2009. 

Habiboo is the centerpiece 
of Tarrant's growing breed¬ 
ing operation. At the 2008 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale, Habiboo's first foal, 
a filly by Forest Wildcat, sold 
for $340,000. A half-sister to 
multiple Grade 1 winner Street 
Boss, a dazzling sprinter who 
was recently retired to Darley 
in Kentucky, Habiboo is cur¬ 
rently in foal to Invasor (Arg), 
and is booked to Bernardini. 

Tarrant intends to make 
Hardacre Farm exclusively a 
breeding operation, eventually. 
But she isn't ready to phase out 
the racing end yet. She is hav¬ 
ing too much fun. 

“That will be my next career, 
when I'm 80,” she said with a 
laugh. ^

MILLIONAIRE WEIGELIA 
TO PENNSYLVANIA 



M ultiple graded stakes - 
winning sprinter Weige- 
lia has been retired to 
stand his first season at Wyn 
Oaks Farm in Delta, Pa. The 
stud fee of the syndicated 
8-year-old bay is $3,500 live 
foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses. 

In 48 starts over six seasons, 
Weigelia earned $1,007,708. He 
won 13 races, finished second 
nine times and third in 11 oth¬ 
ers, with 20 stakes wins or plac- 
ings. He also set two course 
records during his career, get¬ 
ting five furlongs in :55 flat 
at Monmouth Park in 2005 
and six furlongs in 1:07.04 at 
Belmont Park the following 
season. 

Twice a winner at 2, Weigelia 
won four stakes at 3, includ¬ 
ing the Grade 3 Carry Back at 
Calder Race Course, recording 
a Beyer speed figure of 108. 
His busy 3-year-old season, 
in which he hit the board in 


nine stakes, also saw him fin¬ 
ish second to Pomeroy in the 
Grade 1 King’s Bishop Stakes 
at Saratoga and third in the 
Grade 2 Amsterdam Stakes, 
also at Saratoga. 

He finished in the top three 
in eight consecutive starts that 
season, all stakes, from April 
to November. His final win 
of the year came in Calder’s 
Jack Dudley Sprint Handicap, 
where he earned a career best 
109 Beyer while facing older 
runners. 

Weigelia came back to 
take the Jack Dudley Sprint 
the next year, registering a 107 
Beyer with his two and three- 
quarter-length score. At 5, he 
annexed C alders Kenny Noe 
Jr. Stakes-G3 over a sloppy 
track going seven furlongs, 
romping home by four and a 
quarter lengths. 

His other graded stakes 
efforts were thirds in the Smile 
Sprint Handicap-G2 (to Night¬ 


mare Affair and Pomeroy, while 
finishing ahead of champion 
Lost in the Fog) and the Jaipur 
Stakes-G3 over the Belmont 
Park turf. Among those he 
defeated in his eight stakes wins 
were such talented sprinters as 
Valid Video, Nightmare Affair, 
Santana Strings, Mach Ride and 
Bwana Charlie. 

A son of Safety’s Mark (by 
Danzig out of champion 
sprinter Safety Kept), Weigelia 
was produced by stakes winner 
Turning North (by Obligato). 


His pedigree traces in direct 
female line to Calumet Farm’s 
major producer Royal Entrance 
(by Tim Tam), dam of cham¬ 
pion Davona Dale. The family 
includes Grade/Group 1 win¬ 
ners Seek Gold, Agincourt, 
Flying Snowdrop and Jamelao 
(Arg).

F airbanks, a multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning son 
of Giant’s Causeway, has 
been retired to stand his first 
season at Northview PA in 
Peach Bottom for 2009. A stud 
fee of $7,500 has been set for 
the syndicated 6-year-old, pay¬ 
able when the foal stands and 
nurses. 

First or second in 10 of 
his 19 career starts, Fairbanks 
earned $879,768 over three 
seasons. He recorded his first 
stakes win early in his 4-year- 
old season at Santa Anita, in the 
Grade 3 Tokyo City Handicap, 
defeating Neko Bay by six and 
three-quarters lengths, earning a 
career-topping 115 Beyer speed 


figure. He was Grade 1 -placed 
in his next start when second 
in the Suburban Handicap 
at Belmont Park to Political 
Force. He also finished second 
to Brass Hat in the $500,000 
Massachusetts Handicap. 

Last year at 5, Fairbanks 
captured the mile and a quarter 
Hawthorne Gold Cup Handi¬ 
cap-G2, defeating Magna Grad¬ 
uate by two and three-quarters 
lengths. He scored a five and 
three-quarter-length victory in 
the mile and three-sixteenths 
Duke of Magenta Stakes at 
Saratoga.

FIRST STAKES 
WINNER JUMPS 
UP FOR BOP 


W orld record-setting turf 
sprinter Bop was repre¬ 
sented by his first stakes 
winner on November 16 at the 
Camden steeplechase meet 
with Class Bopper’s frontrun¬ 
ning score in the two-mile 
Raymond G. Woolfe Memorial 
Hurdle Stakes for 3-year-olds. 

A Mede Cahaba Stable and 
Stud LLC homebred, Class 
Bopper took command from 
the outset and was ridden out 
to a length and a half score. 
Two starts earlier, he broke his 
maiden while leading at every 
call in a two and a quarter-mile 
hurdle race at Morven Park. 


Out of the Class Secret mare 
Class Vim, Class Bopper is a 
half-brother to steeplechase 
stakes winner Class Vantage. 
His total earnings stand at 
$31,640. 

Bop is the sire of 21 foals in 
his first crop, now 4-year-olds, 
including the filly Bopolene, 
who twice placed in stakes in 
2008. 

A 12-year-old son of Rahy, 
Bop entered stud in Virginia 
following a career in which he 
won 12 of his 23 starts, six 
stakes, earning $365,766. A 
winner from 2 to 6, the chest¬ 
nut was twice stakes-placed at 


3, then won stakes each of the 
next three seasons. 

Bop captured three consec¬ 
utive runnings of Colonial 
Downs’s Punch Line Stakes, 
and set a new course record for 
five furlongs the second time 
out, finishing in :55.85. 

That year, at age 5, he set a 
world record for five furlongs 
on the turf when zipping:54.61 
in the Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Cup at Penn National. He also 
captured that season’s five-fur- 
long Thomas Edison Stakes 
over a sloppy track in :56.05, a 
fifth of a second off the track 
record at the Meadowlands. 

Bop returned at age 6 to win 
Gulfstream Park’s Yankee 
Affair Stakes in new course 
record time, getting five fur¬ 
longs in :55. 

Bop is out of Fappiano’s 
stakes-placed daughter Golden 
Guinea, a half-sister to stakes 
winner Crown Silver and to the 
dams of Italian Group 1 classic 


winner Zanzibar and Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl-placed Sneaky Quiet. 

His second dam, Gold 
Treasure, is one of five stakes 
horses for Treasure Chest (by 
Rough’n Tumble), who is her¬ 
self a stakes-winning sister to 
champion My Dear Girl. 

Treasure Chest’s offspring 
include graded winners Dio- 
media (dam of Media Starguest- 
Ire) and Kanz. Her stakes- 
placed daughter Crown Trea¬ 
sure is the dam of champions 
Glint of Gold and Diamond 
Shoal (GB) and the granddam 
of champion Catella (Ger). 
Another daughter, winner

GREAT NOTION’S 
FIRST STAKES WINNER 
DASHES HOME 


T he 2-year-old filly Gonna 
Dash tackled boys in her 
first stakes attempt, and 
came away a decisive winner 
when wiring the Charles Town 
Races and Slots Hall of Fame 
Cup Stakes at the West Virginia 
oval on December 6. 

One of four winners from 
eight starters for first-year sire 
Great Notion, and his first 
stakes winner, Gonna Dash 
was always clear in the four and 


a half-furlong test, and finished 
two lengths ahead of her clos¬ 
est pursuer in the field of five. 

The bay filly went off as 
the 0.70-1 favorite, coming into 
the race after winning a maiden 
special weight against fillies by 
more than a dozen lengths over 
a sloppy Charles Town sur¬ 
face one month earlier. Bred 
in Maryland in the name of 
Lewis field Farm by her owner, 
James F. Lewis, Gonna Dash is 


VIRGINIA SIRE 
HAY HALO GONE 


H ay Halo, a Maryland- 
bred champion who 
launched his stud career 
in Maryland, was sold to Texas, 
then was purchased by Donna 
Hayes to stand in Virginia, died 
on November 5 at the age of 
24 at Hayes’s Avonlea Farm in 
White Post. 

“He was an absolute love,” 
said Hayes, who personally 
provided daily care for the 
aging stallion. 

Hay Halo, a son of Halo 
out of Hay Patcher, by Hoist 
the Flag, was born one year 
after his illustrious half-broth¬ 
er, Maryland-bred horse of 
the year, multimillionaire and 
nationally leading sire Broad 
Brush. 

Racing for his breeder, 
Robert E. Meyerhoff, and 
trained by Richard Small, Hay 
Halo won four of his six starts 
at 2, including two stakes, to be 


named the state-bred champion 
juvenile colt of 1986. From 25 
career starts over four seasons, 
he won or placed 15 times, 
nine in stakes, for earnings of 
$233,993. 

Hay Halo entered stud in 
1990 at Sagamore Farm in 
Glyndon, Md., where he stood 
for two seasons. He was moved 
to Green Willow Farms in 
Westminster for the 1992 to 
1998 seasons before being sold 
and relocating to Texas. 

In 2000, Hayes set out to 
find a reasonably priced stallion 
to stand at her fledgling stal¬ 
lion operation in Virginia the 
next year and purchased Hay 
Halo. He stood at various Vir¬ 
ginia farms before moving to 
Avonlea Farm a few years ago. 
Hay Halo’s final crop of foals 
are just turned 2-year-olds. 

With modest-sized crops— 
his largest was his first, with 37 


out of the winning B aederwood 
mare Gonna Shine. Trained by 
Jeff Runco, Gonna Dash was 
second in her debut in August, 
and has earned $67,400 in three 
starts. 

Great Notion was unde¬ 
feated in his two outings at 
2, and came out at 3 to finish 
first or second in five of eight 
starts, all stakes. He won the 
one-mile Southwest Stakes by 
nine lengths over Alke, and 
displayed his tremendous turn 
of foot with graded placings at 
Saratoga. 

Great Notion finished sec¬ 
ond, beaten a neck by Valid 
Video at the wire, after set¬ 
ting scorching fractions in the 
Grade 1 King’s Bishop Stakes. 
Finishing third was future 
horse of the year Ghostzapper. 
Earlier in the meet, Great 
Notion was second to Zavata 


in the Amsterdam Stakes-G2, 
while defeating Trust N Luck 
and Posse. 

Great Notion retired after 
winning or placing in seven of 
12 starts and earning $194,608. 

From the first crop of world 
record-setting miler Elusive 
Quality, Great Notion is out 
of Evening Primrose, a daugh¬ 
ter of European champion 
and multiple Group 1 sprinter 
Dayjur. Evening Primrose, also 
the dam of group-placed juve¬ 
nile Chester Le Street, is a half- 
sister to Flamingo Stakes-Gl 
winner Talinum and French 
classic-placed Gharam. 

Nine-year-old Great Notion 
stands for $3,500 live foal, pay¬ 
able when the foal stands and 
nurses, at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, 
Md. 



foals—Hay Halo has sired 13 
stakes winners. His Maryland- 
sired crops yielded his best 
performers to date with Hay 
Cody, one of four stakes win¬ 
ners from his second crop, his 
leading earner. Hay Cody, a 
five-time stakes winner, equaled 
Meadowlands’s track record in 
the 1996 Bold Josh Handicap 
while carrying 127 pounds, get¬ 
ting six furlongs in 1:07%. He 
earned $303,605. 

In his first crop, Hay Halo 
was represented by Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship 
winner Love to Be Loved. 

O ther stakes winners include 
Hay Let’s Dance, winner of 


the Anne Arundel Stakes-G3; 
Texas Stallion Stakes winners 
Hay Lauren and Parting; and 
Broad Brush Stakes winner Lay 
Low Halo. 

From 15 crops to race. Hay 
Halo has sired the earners of 
nearly $11 million, with average 
earnings per starter in excess of 
$45,000. He has had 79 percent 
starters from foals, 74 percent 
winners from starters and a 
total of 27 stakes horses. 

“He improved his mares,” 
noted Hayes. “You could breed 
anything to him and get some¬ 
thing that could run.”

CAPITANO JOINS 
PENNSYLVANIA RANKS 


C apitano, a Pennsylvania- 
bred who made his career 
primarily on the West 
Coast, has been retired and will 
stand his first season at Fox 
Tale Stud in Coopersburg, Pa. 
The stud fee for die 8-year-old 
chestnut son of Belong to Me 
is $2,500 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses, with 
special consideration for Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred foals. 

Bred by Betty Moran’s 
Brushwood Stable and sold 
as a yearling at the Keeneland 
September sale for $53,000, 
Capitano was sold privately to 
Vicken and Suzy Meguerditch- 
ian as an unraced 2-year-old. 

Capitano broke his maiden 
in his 2-year-old debut, at 109-1 
odds, going five and a half fur¬ 
longs at Hollywood Park in July 
2003. After finishing second in 
his next two starts, Del Mar’s 
Best Pal Stakes-G2 and Santa 
Anita’s Norfolk Stakes-G2, he 
contested the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Stakes-Gl, where he 
finished sixth to Action This 
Day in the 12-horse field. 

A winner in each of the six 
seasons he competed, Capitano 
won stakes from ages 4 to 7. 
His first stakes score came on 
the turf, when he accounted 
for Golden Gate Fields’s mile 


and an eighth Rolling Green 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap. 

He won back-to-back run¬ 
nings of the Turf Paradise 
Handicap, also at a distance 
of more than one mile on the 
turf, and in his second start 
in Pennsylvania in 2008, he 
captured the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Ligature Stakes at Penn 
National, which had been taken 
off the turf. That turned out to 
be his final race, as he exited 
with an injury that forced his 
retirement. 

Capitano placed in eight 
stakes during his career, three 
graded. With seven wins, nine 
seconds and four thirds in 36 
starts, he amassed $576,894. 

Capitano is the first foal for 
his dam, Heavenly Cat, who 
has produced three consecu¬ 
tive stakes winners. An unraced 
daughter of Tabasco Cat, 
Heavenly Cat is also the dam 
of Grade 3 winner Heavenly 
Ransom and $241,076-earner 
Dilemma, a $650,000 sales 
weanling who is graded stakes- 
placed. Heavenly Cat was 
sold at the 2008 Keeneland 
November sale for $750,000 in 
foal to Bernardini. 

Millionaire Sabin, a 12-time 
graded stakes winner whose 
victories included the Grade 


1 Yellow Ribbon Stakes and 
Gamely Handicap, is Capitano’s 
third dam. Among Sabin’s 
descendants are graded stakes 
winners Street Sounds, Saint 
Anddan and top West Virginia 
stallion Luftikus. 


The Meguerditchians retain 
ownership of Capitano, and 
have purchased mares to sup¬ 
port the stallion. “They really 
want to prove him as a sire,” 
said Vince Tucciarone, owner 
and manager of Fox Tale Stud.

SWEET SUCCESS 
FOR NEW JERSEY-BRED 
NISTLE’S CRUNCH 



D etermined New Jersey- 
bred Nistie’s Crunch had 
proven himself in graded 
stakes company throughout 
his sophomore season, but 
nearing the end of the year 
he was still in search of his 
first career stakes victory The 
breakthrough came at Churchill 
Downs on November 9 in the 
Grade 3 Commonwealth Turf. 

Carrying the colors of Alien 
Farm, Nis tie’s Crunch over¬ 
came a world of trouble in the 
stretch before closing with a 
dramatic rush. His margin of 
victory in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth stakes was a half length. 

Nistie’s Crunch was bred by 
his owners, Michael Harrison, 
an attorney and president of 
the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association of New Jersey, and 
physician Alan Furst. The bay 
colt is trained by Ken McPeek, 
who had suggested to the 
owners that they might want 
to keep their yearling when 
Nis tie’s Crunch was offered at 
the 2006 Keeneland September 
sale —he was bought back for 
$55,000. Nistie’s Crunch was 
making his 10th start of the 
year, his sixth on grass, in the 


Commonwealth Turf. With 
his fourth career victory, he 
boosted his lifetime earnings to 
$356,251. 

A winner on Keeneland’s 
Poly track at 2, Nistie’s Crunch 
had twice tried turf in his juve¬ 
nile campaign and finished 
third in both, including Santa 
Anita’s Eddie Logan Stakes. 

McPeek placed him on the 
Triple Crown trail for a time in 
the early spring. An allowance 
winner at Gulfstream at a mile 
and an eighth, Nistie’s Crunch 
was sent out next in the Florida 
Derby-Gl, and ran head-on 
into Big Brown. Showing more 
speed than his custom that day, 
Nistie’s Crunch faded to finish 
seventh, 19 lengths behind the 
Derby champion. 

Back on the turf, Nistie’s 
Crunch turned in solid efforts 
during the spring and sum¬ 
mer. He followed an allow¬ 
ance win at Keeneland with 
a third in Churchill Downs’s 
Crown Royal American Turf 
S takes-G3, a second in the lucra¬ 
tive Colonial Turf Cup-G3 at 
Colonial Downs, and a third in 
Saratoga’s Saranac Stakes-G3. 


Sandwiched in between, in early 
August, was another stab at Big 
Brown, in the Grade 1 Haskell 
Invitational at Monmouth Park. 
In his first start on the main 
track since the Florida Derby, 
Nistie’s Crunch finished fifth. 

Nistie’s Crunch is a descen¬ 
dant of a mare Harrison and 
Furst raced together, Sammy 
Ammy, whom they claimed as 
a 2-year-old for $32,000 in July 
1996. The daughter of Hen¬ 
bane “was a decent race horse,” 
according to Harrison, and 
immediately became a success¬ 
ful broodmare. 

The first foal bred by the 
partners out of Sammy Ammy 
was Sam Eye Am, a stakes 
winner at 3 and earner of 
$127,695. Upon her retirement, 
Harrison sent Sam Eye Am (by 
Island Whirl) to be bred to the 


young Storm Cat stallion Van 
Nistelrooy. 

“He has great conformation, 
which was proven as a [$6.4 mil¬ 
lion] sales yearling, could run, 
and is impeccably bred,” said 
Harrison of Van Nistelrooy, 
who stands at Ashford Stud in 
Kentucky. “And he was stand¬ 
ing for $7,500 at the time.” 
Harrison sent both Sam Eye 
Am and Sammy Ammy to Van 
Nistelrooy in 2004. The result¬ 
ing foals born at Walnford 
Stud in Allentown, N.J., Nistie’s 
Crunch and filly Sammy Van 
Ammy, are both stakes horses. 

Alien Farm LLC no lon¬ 
ger owns any broodmares, 
having sold Sam Eye Am for 
$50,000 in foal to Officer at the 
Keeneland November Breeding 
Stock sale in 2006. The mare 
was exported to Korea.

I The spectacular year for E.P. 
Taylor's Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md., was 
summed up in its advertise¬ 
ment: 

“Three international cham¬ 
pions, an Eclipse Award as 
Outstanding Breeder, and the 
Leading Sire title with Halo 
capped a tremendous year for 
Windfields in 1983. El Gran 
Senor was named Champion 
2-year-old in Europe. Devil's 
Bag was voted Champion 
2-year-old in North America, 
while Shareef Dancer was 
named Champion 3-year-old 
in Europe. Shareef Dancer 
($40,000,000) and Devil's Bag 
($36,000,000) are the only two 
horses in history syndicated for 
a million dollars a share. Both 
were bred in Maryland by E.P. 
Taylor." 

Devil's Bag was assigned 128 
pounds for the Experimental 
Handicap. It was the high¬ 
est impost since Secretariat 
received 129 pounds for his 
1972 season. Only five other 
horses had drawn heavier 
imposts since the Experimental 
was created in 1933. 

I Northern Dancer became 
the world's first stallion to sire 
100 stakes winners, surpassing 


*Nasrullah, the previous leader 
by number of stakes winners, 
who had 99. 

Northern Dancer's record- 
breaker was the 4-year-old filly 
Northeastern, winner of Turf 
Paradise's Chris Evert Handicap 
in December. 

Recognized as the world's 
most influential living stallion, 
Northern Dancer was expected 
to cover 36 mares in 1984 at the 
age of 23. 

I Four of the 10 Eclipse 
Awards for divisional cham¬ 
pions were presented to Mid- 
Adantic-breds. 

The champion 2-year-old 
colt, Devil's Bag, and cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old filly, Heartlight 
No. One, were both foaled in 
Maryland. Pennsylvania was 
the birthplace of champions 
Ambassador of Luck (older 
mare) and Flatterer (steeple¬ 
chaser). 

I The nation's richest 3-year- 
old filly of 1983 was not cham¬ 
pion Heartlight No. One, but 
Maryland-bred Quixotic Lady. 

The durable gray daughter 
of Quadratic bred by Ryehill 
Farm and campaigned by 
Eleanor Ross's Ross Valley 
Farm started 18 times during 
her sophomore season, from 
January to December, win¬ 
ning 10 races and placing in 
four others. Seven of her vic¬ 
tories were stakes, including 


the Monmouth Oaks-G2, Post 
Deb Stakes-G3 and Cotillion 
Stakes-G3. Her four stakes 
placings included the Grade 1 
Ladies Handicap. 

A half-sister to 1980 Eclipse 
Award-winning 2-year-old filly 
Heavenly Cause, Quixotic Lady 
amassed $341,335 during the 
year. 

I Trainer King T. Leatherbury 
reported that Thirty Eight 
Paces, owned in the name of 
Double Paces Stable (Leather¬ 
bury, Charles Bassford, Boone 
Ways on and Morgan Ways on), 
was retiring to stud at Shamrock 
Farm in Woodbine, Md.

The Find Handicap drew

No strong favorite emerged 
in the 10-horse lineup. But the 
finish was far from a coin toss, 
as Headsandtales, sent off 
as the third choice at odds of 
4.9-1, raced five-wide into the 
stretch before making a bid 
that carried him to his second 
consecutive Find victory. 


The Skeedattle Associates 
homebred, in his third out¬ 
ing since moving to the barn 
of trainer Dale Capuano last 
summer, scored by a length 
and a quarter over 2.3-1 fa¬ 
vorite Baltimore Bob (one of 
two 3-year-olds in the race), 
who rallied to outfinish third- 
placed Dr Rico by a neck. 
Next, in order of finish, were 
Into the Wind, Evil Storm, El 
Viaje, Irish Osprey, Easy Red, 
Seeyouinthecity and Water 
Cannon. 

Final time was 1:48.06 for a 
mile and an eighth over a firm 
turf course. Erick Rodriguez 
rode the winner. 

Headsandtales got his first 
career stakes win in the 2007 
edition of the Find, and had 
not visited the winner's circle 
since then. But earlier last sea¬ 
son he twice finished third in 
stakes-the Henry S. Clark at 
Pimlico in April and Colonial 
Downs's Old Nelson Handi¬ 
cap in June. 

In 29 starts, Headsandtales 
has won six times and earned 
$178,080. 

The Tale of the Cat geld¬ 
ing is the first foal from his 
dam, Indian Head Penny (by 


Waquoit), whom the Skee¬ 
dattle partners, Robert (Wil¬ 
lie) White, Lou Rehak and 
Bob Orndorff, purchased 
for $27,000 at the 1995 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. 

Bred by Dr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Bowman, Indian 
Head Penny is from a family 
that has brought much success 
to the Bowmans. Her stakes- 
winning dam. Chieftains 
Miss (by Chieftain), is also the 
granddam of Bowman-bred 
stakes winners Shashobegon 
and Polish Miss, and great- 
granddam of Heart Throbbin'. 

Indian Head Penny added 
her own luster to the family, 
winning or placing in seven 
stakes, including a victory in 
the Rosenna Stakes, and earn¬ 
ing $217,738. 

When she retired from 
racing, Indian Head Penny 
rejoined the Bowmans' opera¬ 
tion as a year-round boarder 
at their Roland Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City. Last fall, the Bow¬ 
mans reacquired ownership 
of Indian Head Penny, who 
became the latest of many po¬ 
tentially valuable producers 
turned over to equine repro¬ 
ductive specialist Tom Bow¬ 
man because of their troubled 
breeding history. 

Indian Head Penny, now 
15, has had three other foals, 
all by Not For Love. Her 
4-year-old son. Money for 
Love, is a winner of $45,030, 
and her 3-year-old daughter. 
Headed For Love, has not yet 
raced. She has a just-turned

Completing the order of 
finish were Vicar's Vixen (the 
8-5 favorite). Lucky You, All 
Around, Two Columbus, Take 
a Check, Safe Journey, Swal¬ 
low Falls and Real Property. 

Purchased by Johnson 
for $50,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale, and trained 
throughout her career by Mike 
Trombetta, Now It Begins (by 
Two Punch) made her racing 
debut at age 3 in 2007-win¬ 
ning or placing in six of sev¬ 
en starts, including a close 
runner-up performance (to 
For Kisses) in the Squan Song 
Stakes and a third in the Smart 
Halo Stakes (her second career 
start). The Squan Song, her 
fourth victory in 13 lifetime 
starts, raised her earnings to 
$127,620. 

Now It Begins was bred by 
longtime Maryland horseman 
Cary Jackson, who purchased 
her dam, Carna (by Dehere), 
for $52,000 at the 2002 Keene- 
land January sale with Bill 
Reightler signing the ticket as 
agent. 

Carna comes from an il¬ 
lustrious family developed 
over many years by Barbara 
Graham, and her late father, 
Samuel Graham, of Middle- 
burg, Va. 

Herself a winner of $53,940, 
Carna is a half-sister to graded 
winner Algar ($573,117), a 
two-time hero of the Mary¬ 
land Million Classic, as well 
as to stakes-placed Princess 
Pickle and to Shorcount, dam 
of stakes winner No Pressure. 

Carna's dam. Count¬ 
ess Shorwind (by Dancing 
Count), was a daughter of 
the Grahams' foundation 
mare Short Winded (by Har¬ 
vest Singing), who produced 
three stakes horses, including 
graded winner Shortley (by 
Hagley), and created a major 
legacy through her daughters, 
from whom Graham bred the 
likes of multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Rollodka ($559,669) and 
2000 Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year Gin Talking. 



Outstanding descendants 
who have made their mark for 
other breeders include Grade 
1-winning millionaire Henny 
Hughes and graded winner 
Romano Gucci. 

A "gorgeous" mare who is 
one of five broodmares in resi¬ 
dence at Jackson's Fox Harbor 
Farm in White Hall, Carna 
was entered in the Keeneland 
sale as a racing prospect when 
Jackson bought her, but she 
never raced for him. M 

Breeding strictly to sell, y 
Jackson sold Carna's first foal, § 
Carycita (by Crypto Star), 
for $30,000 at the 2004 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale; that filly is a 
winner of $60,597, as well as 
Carna's only other foal to race.

The Maryland Fund race 
for 3-year-olds shrank to a 


field of four, as Laurel Park 
was then under quarantine 
due to a case of equine herpes¬ 
virus. And in a rare twist, the 
two fillies in the race dominat¬ 
ed the males. 

Sweet Goodbye, ridden by 
J.D. Acosta, set every fraction 
by generous margins despite 
appearing rank in the early 
stages, and Buckingham Farm 
homebred Fascinatin' Rhythm 
proved second-best, crossing 
the wire three lengths in front 
of the third-place finisher Jen's 
Revenge. Legendary Lover 
was another length and three- 
quarters behind. 

Sweet Goodbye, carrying 
top weight of 119 pounds (two 
more than Fascinatin' Rhythm 
and three more than the oth¬ 
ers), completed the mile and a 
sixteenth over a sloppy, sealed 
track in 1:45.58, missing the 
track record by two seconds. 

Trained by Christopher 
Grove, Sweet Goodbye has 
won her last five starts by a 
combined 2714 lengths. She 
led up to the Northern Dancer 
with a powerful frontrunning 
victory in the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Oaks on October 4, de¬ 
feating proven stakes winners 
Saxet Heights and Love for 
Not in her stakes debut. 

Unraced at 2, Sweet Good¬ 
bye won a maiden special 
weight by 10 lengths in her 
second start, on June 28 at 
Charles Town, and has not 
been threatened since, while 
amassing $176,400. 

From the first Maryland- 
sired crop of 1996 Preakness 
winner Louis Quatorze, who 
stands at Allen and Audrey 
Murray's Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Sweet Goodbye 


is the last foal from Harris's 
stellar broodmare Thirty Eight 
Steps (by Thirty Eight Paces). 

Thirty Eight Steps, who 
died at age 18 only two and 
a half-months after Sweet 
Goodbye was born, produced 
four stakes winners who to¬ 
gether have earned well over 
$1 million. All were sired by 
stallions standing at Murmur 
Farm. 

Her first foal was Norstep, 
a 1992 daughter of Norquestor 
who won or placed in nine 
stakes, earning $229,845. 

Then came Deer Run (1997, 
Deerhound), a local sprint 
star as well as the first stakes 
winner trained by Grove. 
Deer Run captured the Mary¬ 
land Million Sprint and Fire 
Plug Stakes, and placed in 
eight other stakes, including 
a runner-up performance to 
D'wildcat in the 2002 Frank J. 
De Francis Memorial Dash, a 
Grade 1 race. He retired with 
earnings of $408,530. 

Picking up the beat was 
Five Steps, a Yarrow Brae 
son out of Thirty Eight Steps. 
Grove sent out Five Steps to 
earn a career total of $413,746, 
with 10 wins (four stakes), in¬ 
cluding two stakes last year. 

At age 7, Five Steps made 
a third bid in the Maryland 
Million Classic in 2008 (he 
finished second in the 2007 
Classic and third in 2005) 
but exited the race with bone 
chips. Surgery was success¬ 
ful, and Five Steps went home 
to recover, then contracted a 
still-undetermined illness and 
was euthanized in early No¬ 
vember.

There are no deductions or credits allowed 
on your state tax returns but federal law per¬ 
mits a credit of 50 percent on total political 
contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 
contribution) on individual returns, and a $100 
credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint returns. 
Political contributions are not deductible busi¬ 
ness expenses.

J ohn Petri ni’s homebred Love That Dance cruised to an easy five-length win 
for trainer Ben Perkins Jr. in the fillies division of the $60,000 Newjersey 
Juvenile Stakes on November 7 at the Meadowlands. 

Ridden by Joe Bravo, Love That Dance was reserved early while racing just 
outside of pacesetter No Mo Magic. Around the far turn, Love That Dance 
cruised to the front under minimal urging and never looked back. Easta Monsta 
finished second and was six lengths ahead of No Mo Magic in third. Love That 
Dance covered the six furlongs over a muddy track in 1:10.65, a half second faster 
than the colts division run one race earlier on the card. 

The win was the second consecutive victory at the Big M for Love That Dance, 
who romped in an allowance race on October 18; she annexed the two races by a 
combined margin of 1 2 3 A lengths. 

The New Jersey-bred filly bettered her mark to three wins and two seconds 
from six starts, for earnings of $ 112,440. 

Love That Dance (by Not For Love) is the first stakes winner from her dam, 
the Broad Brush mare Broad Exchange, whom Petrim purchased for $45,000, 
with Love That Dance in utero, at the 2005 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale. A full or half-sister to three stakes performers, Broad Exchange died 
in 2008 after producing Dance With Ravens colts in each of the last two seasons. 



Wild Gams sold at Keeneland 



N ew Jersey-bred champion and millionaire Wild Gams sold for 
$1 million at the Keeneland November sale. The purchaser was 
Stonestreet Thoroughbred Holdings LLC. 

Racing in the colors of her breeder, Eb Novak’s New Farm, Wild Gams retired 
as the fourth-leading New Jersey-bred money-earner of all time. Her career record 
was 9-6-1 from 23 starts and earnings of $1,198,486. 

The daughter of Forest Wildcat—Diamonds and Legs, by Quiet American, 
captured seven stakes during a career that spanned four seasons. Her victories 
included the Cicada Stakes-G3, Safely Kept Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3, 
Thoroughbred Club of America Stakes-G3, My Juliet Stakes and Presque Isle 
Downs Masters, the latter in a track record 1:07.95 for six furlongs. 

She was New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year in 2006. 
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Nistle’s Crunch earns first stakes victory 
in Commonwealth Turf-G3 



A lien Farm LLC’s homebred Nistle’s Crunch earned his first stakes victory 
in the $112,900 Commonwealth Turf-G3 for 3-year-olds at Churchill 
Downs on November 9, scoring by a half length. 

Nistle’s Crunch was well placed along the inside while racing mid-pack in the 
10-horse field. He angled back to the hedge inside the final furlong and then had 
to steady and alter course when he was blocked. The New Jersey-bred then shifted 
to the outside once again and finished with a rush to gain the victory. 

Nistle’s Crunch is by Van Nistelrooy out of the stakes-winning Island Whirl 
mare Sam Eye Am. He finished second in the Colonial Turf Cup-G3 at Colonial 
Downs, third in the Crown Royal American Turf Stakes-G3 and fifth in the 
Haskell Invitational Stakes-G 1 before being switched back to the turf, where he 
added another third-place finish in graded company, the Saranac Stakes-G3 at 
Saratoga. 

"He was dressed and ready at every point down the lane,” winning rider 
Robby Albarado said. "I just bided my time and waited for some room. I had 
some opening at the eighth pole and tried to dive in there but got squeezed out. 
Fortunately, I got out late and he came home nice. It was a nice finish.” 

With the victory Nistle’s Crunch improved his career record to 4-3-4 in 14 
starts with earnings of $356,251.

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PENNSYLVANIA'S BREEDING FUND: 
2008 and 2009 PROGRAM OVERVIEW 


Revenue 

An amount equal to 1 percent of total 
Thoroughbred handle at Pennsylvania facilities 
accrues to the Breeding Fund. 

Additionally, Breeding Fund revenues accrue 
from slot machine revenues at a rate of 16 percent of 
the total horsemen's share (horsemen's share is 12 
percent of gross terminal revenue at individual racing 
facilities). Fund money is also generated at non¬ 
racing slots facilities, where the horsemen's share 
is divided among tracks and breeders by a complex 
formula detailed in the statute. 

Fund disbursements 

Each Thoroughbred track has a separate account 
within the Breeding Fund. Fund monies generated at 
each track stay in that track's account, and monies 
generated at state harness tracks are pro-rated 
among the Thoroughbred tracks. Each track account 
is responsible for paying breeder and stallion awards 
earned on its races, and PA-bred owner bonuses and 
purses at the track are paid from monies remaining 
following these disbursements. 

2008 items of note 

Total handle for 2008 is estimated at $655 
million, which is $80 million less than the 2007 
total. The $80 million decrease directly translates to 
$800,000 less in Breeding Fund revenues generated 
from this source in 2007. 

Last year marked the first in which all of 
the state's Thoroughbred tracks conducted slots 
operations-Philadelphia Park and Presque Isle 
Downs throughout the calendar year, and Penn 
National from mid-February onward. Total Fund 
revenue generated from slots will be nearly $14.5 
million. 


The end-of-year balance in Philadelphia Park's 
account is less than was earlier anticipated, due 
mostly to the number of racing programs conducted 
during 2008-216 programs in comparison to the 
usual 200 to 205 run annually. Breeding Fund 
disbursements on a per-midweek-day basis at 
Philadelphia Park (purse bonuses and awards) are 
approximately $40,000, and for the 10 additional 
days, the total additional amount disbursed from the 
Fund there is $400,000. 

At Penn National, a large number of overnight 
races closed to only PA-breds when eight or more 
passed the entry box. By year's end the total purse 
amount for these races was expected to approach 
$750,000, all of which is paid from Breeding Fund 
monies. To compensate for this, the PA-bred owner 
bonus percentage was reduced drastically at year's 
end, which combined with the six-week loss of live 
racing for race track repair, allowed a potentially large 
year-end deficit to be trimmed significantly. 

Presque Isle Downs, in its first full race meet, 
overzealously carded an excessive number of 
PA-bred restricted overnight races in August and early 
September. The end result is an end-of-year balance 
of nearly $345,000 in the negative, and will be carried 
forward on the PID account and applied in 2009. 

2009 items of note 

Total Thoroughbred handle in the state is 
expected to continue its decline. Slots revenues to the 
Fund in 2009, on the other hand, should be greater at 
Penn National as a result of 45 additional operating 
days. And the anticipated openings of Category II 
facilities in Allentown and Pittsburgh during the year 
will positively impact all track accounts. 

The PA-bred stakes program will be cut back 
somewhat, as PHBA and the Breeding Fund Advisory 
Committee continue to pursue an ideal blend of 
stakes and overnight monies at each track.

A son ofTwo Smart, Research¬ 
er campaigns for Hermen Green¬ 
berg’s Rutledge Farm, which 
bought him for $5,000 at the 
2005 Middleburg Agricultural 
Research (MARE) Center year¬ 
ling auction. 

Bred by the Virginia Tech 
Foundation Inc., Researcher 
boosted his career earnings to 
$224,830, with his seventh win 


in 13 starts. He also captured the 
2008 edition of the West Virginia 
HBPA Governors Cup Handicap 
at Charles Town and finished third 
in Colonial Downs’s Daniel Van 
Clief and John D. Marsh Stakes. 

In winning the Mountaineer 
Mile, his third consecutive vic¬ 
tory after returning from a layoff, 
Researcher earned a career-high 
104 Beyer speed figure. He com¬ 
pleted the mile in 1:39.80 over a 
good track.

The MARE Center maintains 
a band of donated broodmares for 
use in research projects.

Changes at Colonial Downs 


Personnel 

The new year brings signifi¬ 
cant changes at Colonial Downs. 

Company vice-presidents Iain 
Woolnough and Jerry Monahan, 
who started with Colonial Downs 
when it was planned and built in 
the 1990s, are gone. Both men 
have a long employment history 
in the racing industry. 

For the last three years, 
Woolnough was Colonials gen¬ 
eral manager, succeeding John 
Mooney, who left when Colonial 
bought out the Maryland Jockey 
Clubs management contract. 

Woolnough, 65, began his 
career as a jockey in his native 
England and also rode races 
in this country. Before joining 
Colonial Downs he held man¬ 
agement positions at the New 
York Racing Association and Sam 
Houston Race Park. Woolnough 
has nearly 50 years of experience 
in flat and steeplechase racing. 

Monahan served as Colonials 
senior vice-president. Like 
Woolnough, he has extensive 
work experience in the industry; 
his was acquired at 21 differ¬ 
ent flat and harness tracks. At 
Colonial, Monahan s responsibili¬ 
ties included marketing, promo¬ 
tion, mutuels and security. He 
also helped formulate and imple¬ 
ment racing legislation. 

The VHBPA had a good 
working relationship with both 
men and regrets their departure. 
Over the years Woolnough spent 
a lot of time on the backstretch 
listening to and acting upon 
concerns of owners and trainers, 
which horsemen appreciated. 

Also let go by Colonial were 
“Derby Bill” Watson, the track 


handicapper and on-air personal¬ 
ity, and Kyle Fitzgerald, a media 
relations staffer. Derby Bill was 
another senior employee. 

After the departure of 
Woolnough, Colonial promoted 
Tyler Picklesimer to the newly 
created position of director of 
racing. Last year Picklesimer 
served as racing secretary. He 
will continue in that role in 2009 
and will take on some of the 
responsibilities held previously by 
Woolnough. 

In his first appearance before 
the Virginia Racing Commission 
(VRC) at its November meeting, 
Picklesimer described plans for 
recruiting horses for the upcom¬ 
ing summer meet, with one goal 
being to return field size to its 
2007 average of 9.3 horses per 
race. He also committed to work¬ 
ing with the VHBPA to over¬ 
come some of the flaws in last 
years condition books, includ¬ 
ing a shortage of distance races. 
Colonials first book is scheduled 
for publication and distribution 
no later than March 1. 

Picklesimer has also worked as 
a racing official at Keeneland and 
Turfway Park, and he will likely 
keep those positions along with 
his new job at Colonial. 

Facilities 

In another cost-cutting 
move, Colonial closed one of 
its nine satellite wagering facili¬ 
ties (SWFs). The betting parlor, 
located near Virginia Beach, com¬ 
peted for customers with a newer 
SWF in a better neighborhood 10 
miles away. Management expects 
patrons will migrate to that facil¬ 
ity. It does not expect a drop in 


simulcast wagering because of 
the closure. 

To further trim overhead 
expenses in a sagging economy 
Colonial modified schedules for 
its two SWFs in Richmond. Both 
were open for wagering seven 
days a week. Now the Hull Street 
location is closed on Mondays 
and the Broad Street facility is 
closed on Tuesdays, traditionally 
the slowest days of the week for 
simulcasting. Here, too, customer 
migration is expected to limit 
any significant drop in wagering 
handle. 

On a positive note, reflect¬ 
ing the national shift in wager¬ 
ing from on-track and off-track 
“sticks and bricks” facilities to 
the Internet, Colonial is expand¬ 
ing access to its EZ Horseplay 
account wagering platform. EZ 
Horseplay, like XpressBet, Twin 
Spires, YouBet and TVG, permits 
account holders to wager from 
personal computers on races 
across the country. 

As part of its on-line expan¬ 
sion, Colonial is providing private 
social clubs throughout the state 
with touch-screen monitors that 
allow EZ Horseplay customers 
to make wagers and watch races 
without a keyboard or mouse. 
To go with the touch screens, 
Colonial developed an ATM-like 
machine that allows social club 
patrons to open an EZ Horseplay 
account, if they are not already 
members, and to deposit and 
withdraw cash. The device also 
prints the Daily Racing Form and 
handicapping information. 

Today on-line wagering is 
the only growing segment in the 
racing industry. It accounts for 
nearly 20 percent of off-track 


betting, which itself constitutes 
90 percent of the approximate¬ 
ly $15 billion bet annually and 
legally in the United States on 
horse racing. 

Virginias experience tracks 
the national trend. In the first 10 
months of 2008, on-line wager¬ 
ing in the state increased by 47 
percent over the prior year. In 
terms of dollars, that growth off¬ 
set the decrease in handle experi¬ 
enced at Colonial s nine off-track 
wagering facilities. 

Race days 

The number of race days at 
Colonial Downs is dictated by 
the amount of money in the 
horsemens purse account. Last 
year $9.4 million was paid out 
over 45 race days—the most in 
the tracks history. Daily purses 
averaged about $210,000, slightly 
higher than those in neighboring 
jurisdictions. 

In 2009 the purse account 
is projected to be about the 
same. For that reason the VHBPA 
proposed to the VRC running 
another 45-day meet this sum¬ 
mer. 

The VHBPA s request mir¬ 
rors last years meet that started 
in early June and ended in early 
August. Purse levels would be at 
least the same. The VHBPA also 
proposed continuing the popular 
100 percent bonus program that 
doubles purse money for owners 
of Virginia-bred or Virginia-sired 
horses racing in open competi¬ 
tion. 

The VRC is expected to act 
upon the VHBPA s request and 
will likely finalize the 2009 rac¬ 
ing schedule this month.

Horsemen Helping Horsemen 
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The finishing touches 


A s 2008 drew toward its 
conclusion a number of 
quality runners surprisingly 
remained in training. With 
year-end heroics, several made 
a decisive final thrust toward 
superiority within their respective 
divisions. 

For the better part of the year, 
3-year-old West Virginia-bred fillies 
lacked a well-defined leader. 

Favoritism shifted among a 
throng of worthy candidates: 

Saxet Fieights, We're in the Money, 
Shesdebonairness, Bear'slittlebeauty 
and Smile Samantha. 

Saving the best for last. We’re 
in the Money burst out of a minor 
slump to take over the pole position 
in the race for top honors. 

The champion West Virginia- 
bred 2-year-old filly of 2007, We're 
in the Money righted herself in the 
$125,000 West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Stakes on Breeders Classics 
night and followed up that effort by 
taking the measure of older runners 
in a tough allowance on November 1. 

The Buck Woodson-bred 
daughter of Whywhywhy (out of 
Numerous Moves, by Numerous) is 


owned by Ray Pennington Hi and 
trained by Ollie Figgins III. 

The apparent keys to the 
resurgence of this brawler's form are 
dodging off-tracks and the arrival of 
cooler temperatures. 

In the West Virginia-bred 2-year- 
old male category, Russell Road 
cemented his place atop the leader 
board with a dominating win in the 
$100,000-added Tri-State Futurity. 

The 40th running of the race, 
which is restricted to horses foaled in 
Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia, 
went off as the seventh race on 
Saturday, November 8, with a field 
of six. 

Russell Road held a contending 
position early under regular jockey 
Luis Perez before exploding to 
his eight and a quarter-length 
coronation. 

A chestnut son of Wheaton— 
Roberta Grump, by Verification, 
Russell Road was bred and raised by 
Robert Lloyd. 

Pagan Cat, fresh from a double¬ 
digit romp on Breeders Classic night 
in the Vincent Moscarelli Memorial 
Stakes, appeared a formidable 
threat to Russell Road, but could 


only salvage a modest third-place 
showing, while sporting first-time 
Lasix. 

Russell Road is trained by James 
W. Casey and owned by Mark 
Russell. 

Russell Road followed up with a 
similarly dominating performance 
in the West Virginia Futurity on 
November 29. 

Julie B ended her 2007 
campaign with an authoritative 
win in the Daisy Mae Stakes. 

Pier connections sent her out to 
replicate that successful format last 
year, ending smartly in the $50,000 
My Sister Pearl Stakes, also at a mile 
and an eighth. 

The O'Sullivan Farms-bred 
daughter of Eastover Court (out of 
Ashby Inn, by Feel the Power) didn't 
need any further confirmation of her 
dominance after her triumphant 
performance in the $500,000 West 
Virginia "Cavada" Breeders Classic 
Stakes on October 18. 

Julie B has lifetime earnings of 
$803,157 and is expected to remain 
in competition as a 6-year-old this 
year.

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Charles Town's horse of the 
year at 3, and co-champion in 
her division in 2007, Juile B is in the 
capable hands of trainer George 
Yetsook. 

Hopefully the fan favorite will 
renew her heated rivalry with 
Carnival Chrome and attempt a 
three-peat in the valuable Cavada. 

The inaugural edition of the 
$50,000-added A Huevo Stakes drew 
an out-of-the-ordinary group of nine 
runners going a mile and an eighth 
on November 22. 

Donald’s Pride (an eight-time 
stakes winner). Fool Proof (battling 
for 3-year-old honors). Eastern 
Delite (disputed winner of the 2007 
Breeders Classic) and Gold Standard 
(2007 3-year-old champion) 
headlined the all-star feature. 


In the end, Donald's Pride, at 
age 8 the oldest runner in the field, 
taught his younger adversaries a 
lesson in persistence under new 
trainer Kenneth Huffman. 

Slickly maneuvering through 
traffic on the far turn under Larry 
Reynolds, the gelded son of 
Deputed Testamony surged to the 
front with 50 yards remaining and 
held off the furious surge of Gold 
Standard at the wire. 

Heavily favored Eastern Delite 
broke a step slow from the gate, 
moved up willingly into contention 
while tracking respectable fractions, 
but didn't finish with the fervor of the 
top two. 

Donald's Pride is owned by the 
Gaynor Hough Stable and was bred 
in West Virginia by Nancy Gaynor. He 


has career earnings of $527,344, with 
15 wins from 48 starts.
